~ Mammoth Mountain

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 22-24 

“It’s too hard!” replied Team Honda’s Warren 

Reid when asked if he would ride the 125cc class 

also. Reid had just become the first rider to win 
16 two classes on the tough Mammoth course. 


Featuring huge berms, mon- 
strous whoops, a killer downhill 
and 8000-foot elevation, the once 
a year race has to rank with the 
roughest, most difficult tracks in the 
world. 

Over 700 riders showed up this year 
to make the race a week long event of - 
practice and jetting culminated by 





three days of WFO racing. Held in the ` 


Sherwin Bowl just outside Mammoth 
Village, the race attracted thousands 
of spectators who lined the track and 
filled the tree-covered hillsides. The 
beauty of these high Sierra mountains 
has to be seen to be appreciated and 
the scenery in the pits is nearly as 
good. 

Because of the good turnout of 
riders and spectators, the Mammoth 
M.C., with help from the local Lions 
Club and resident volunteers, put on 
an excellent three days of racing 
leading off with the Open classes on 
Friday, 250s on Saturday, and capping 
the event, the 125cc class loaded with 
top National talent ran on Sunday. 


Friday 


Mounted on a new Honda factory 2 


bike with a 450cc motor, Reid was 
looking good all week in practice and 
he promptly won his qualifying moto. 
Reid looked to be the favorite but 
sitting in the spoiler position was LOP 
Yamaha rider Marty, Moates, also 
riding very fast. When the qualifiers 
were all finished and the field of over 
100 Open Pro riders had been 
narrowed to 30, the riders lined up for 
the first of the final motos, Coming to 
the starting gate were, in addition to 
Reid and Moates, Yamaha rider 
Donnie Hansen, Maico-mounted 
Danny Turner, Ron Turner on a 
Yamaha and Tony Wanket, riding 
another of the fast YZ400s. 

When the gate dropped it was Reid, 
Hansen and Dan Turner racing up the 
start hill, down the treacherous, 
shock-packing downhill and out into 
the back part of the course. 
Completing lap one, Hansen had 
moved into the lead with Reid close 
behind. Dan Turner was still in third 
with Ron Turner pushing from fourth. 
Reid repassed Hansen on the second 
lap, using his bike's incredible power 
to stretch out his lead on the up hill. 
Ron Turner fell allowing Bill 
Quellette to move his Yamaha into 
fourth just ahead of Maico rider Mike 
Wickersham. 

Halfway through the race, Reid had 
opened up a safe lead as Dan Turner 
passed Hansen for second. Moates had 
gotten a terrible start, finishing lap 
one in 26th position and was charging 
his way up through the pack at a 
dizzying pace. As the moto came to a 
close Moates danced his bike up into 
third behind Turner and Reid, a truly 
remarkable showing of determination. 

Reid was about fourth over the gate 
as it dropped for the start of the 
second moto but 100 feet up the hill he 
was already three bike lengths ahead 
of the wave. Behind Reid came 
Moates, Tony Wanket, Dan Turner, 
Wickersham and Ron Turner. With 
Moates pushing from behind, Reid 
was really working his bike to the 
limit. Dan Turner moved around 
Wanket as Alan Berlutti bounced his 
Maico up into the top five, passing 
Ron Turner and then going after 
Wanket. At the halfway point it was 
still Reid in front of a tiring Moates 
while Berlutti had moved into third. 
The two Turners were having a battle 
over fourth place with Dan getting the 
nod at the checkered flag. Reid 
finished well out in front to capture 
the. overall win and $1000 in prize 


. money. Moates ended the day with a 


second overall and Dan Turner took 
home the third place money. Berlutti 
was fourth overall, Wickersham fifth 
and Wanket sixth. 

Hundreds of sportsman riders 
battled for trophies and glory 
throughout the day and filled the 
town Jacuzzis at night. 

Taking top honors in the Open 
Intermediate. class was Suzuki rider 
Chris Lowitz who looked good all day. 
Two Maico riders finished second and 
third with Curtis Johnson in the 





runner-up position ahead of Jerry 
Canonic. . 

The Open Junior race was a 
bruising affair with fatigue showing on 
the faces of the finishers. After two 
qualifiers and one final, all of which 
count points towards the final results; 
Maico rider Doug Brown was declared 
the winner. Following Brown was 
Yamaha rider Tim Main and Jody 
Van Richison rounded out the top 
three on a Honda. 

The Women’s classes featured top 
racing action and a good field of 
riders. Yamaha-mounted Carey 
Steiner and Suzuki rider Dede Cates 
had a see-saw battle for first Woman 
Expert with Steiner finishing the 
winner and Cates second. 


Saturday 


A beautiful Saturday morning 
dawned to the sound of 250cc 
machines as another strong field of 
riders showed to contest the 250cc Pro 
class. Once again Reid looked to be 
the favorite but Moates was back also 
and Hansen was really wired. Jeff 
Ward was there on his bright green 
Kawasaki but he was having trouble 
sorting out the suspension and failed 
to qualify for the final. 

There were even more top Pros on 
hand than the day before with. four 
separate qualifying classes necessary to 
sort the field for the finals. Even the 
Pros who didn’t make the final still got 
plenty of riding with two qualifier 
motos and a consolation race. 


Grabbing the lead at the start of the 
first moto was Yamaha rider David 
Taylor followed by Kawasaki-mounted 
Robert Reisinger and Donnie Hansen, 
who was riding a Can-Am for today’s 
races. Maico rider Tim Tolar was 
fourth and Marty Miller had his 
Suzuki in fifth just ahead of Berlutti. 
At the end of lap one Moates was in 
eighth spot and Reid was way back in 
15th. Hansen moved by Reisinger on 
the second lap and Miller took over 
third as Reisinger and Tolar both 
faded. By lap four Moates was sixth 
and Reid eighth with Moates moving 
to third the next lap. Reid quickly 
followed to finish lap five in fourth. 
Hansen had gotten by Taylor and was 
trying to open up some distance on the 
pack, knowing Reid and Moates were 
back there. With the race nearly over 
Moates charged into second. with Reid 
in tow and began closing on Hansen. 
On the last lap Reid got around 
Moates but Hansen took the checkered 
flag still in first. 

Moates timed the gate right in the 
second moto to grab the early lead 
away from Reid and Hansen. Jeff 
Watts had his Husky in fourth ahead 
lof the Suzuki ridden by Mike Tripes. 
The front three were riding very fast 
and close together, looking for: an 
advantage over the others. On lap four 
Reid slipped by Moates and began to 
open up a slight lead. Hansen was 
really pushing on Moates and tried to 
pass on the downhill but the two riders 
tangled with Hansen taking a tumble. 
Hansen quickly remounted but he had 
lost four places and was unable to 
regain his blazing speed. Tripes had 
moved by Watts and now inherited 
third place. Ron Turner was putting 
on a drive from a mediocre start and 
Imoved up into fourth as the moto 
ended, When the checkered flag came 
put it was Reid getting there first 
ahead of Moates and Tripes. Reid was 
the overall victor with second going to 
Moates again and Hansen taking the 
hird position. Turner's excellent final 
moto earned him fourth spot with 

atts in fifth and Tripes sixth. 


The Pro races were exciting for sure 
but the Amateurs weren't exactly 
going for a Sunday drive as they 
fought handlebar to handlebar for the 
glory of atrophy, a bag of goodies and 
he possibility of seeing themselves on 











TV. That's right — the local cable 
station taped much of each day’s 
activities and showed them that night. 
It was great sport to try and see oneself 
in the heavily cut and spliced action. 

The 250cc Intermediate final was a 
great race all the way with the overall 


victory going to Maico rider Lee 


Norton over the Yamaha of Tony 
Berlutti. Yamaha rider Jim Coffey 
rounded out the top three. 

The 250cc Junior riders had a classic 
confrontation between the old world 
machinery of Maico and the ultra 
modern Yamaha. When it was all over 
Bob Barnes had his Maico in the over- 
all winner's position with second going 
to Yamaha rider Joe Romp. Mark 
Toycen finished third on his Maico. 


Sunday 

This was the day everyone was 
waiting for as the big four Japanese 
factories were all to be represented by 
their top 125cc riders. Broc Glover, 
current National Champ and points 
leader, was. there to uphold his last 
year’s victory over Reid, and keep the 
Yamaha colors in front where they've 
grown accustomed to seeing them. 
Suzuki was there with Brian 
Myerscough, : second in the National 
standings and looking very good. Jeff 
Ward was ready, his 125 Kawasaki 
better dialed in than his 250 and Jim 
Gibson was called in by Honda to fill 
the spot vacated by the tired Reid. 

All four riders qualified, although 
not without some difficulty and came 
to the starting line for the first moto 
along with 30 other riders eager to 
upset the factory hot shoes. 

At: the start of the first moto 
Myerscough quickly jumped into the 
lead followed by Paul Emerson on a 
Suzuki. Ward came around on the 
first lap running in third ahead of 
Yamaha rider Tim Locey. Gibson was 
in sixth and Glover was already off the 
track with mechanical problems.

Emerson fell back to fifth as Ward 
moved into second and Gibson passed 
Locey for third. Halfway through the 
moto Myerscough had built up a 
commanding lead and Gibson had 
taken second away from Ward. The 
first four positions reamined 
unchanged for the rest of the race with 
fifth going to Yamaha rider Jim 
Holley and Ron Turner worked his 
way up from a bad start to finish sixth. 

Gibson and Myerscough battled for 
the lead at the start of the second moto 
with Gibson leading at the end of lap 
one. Myerscough was very close 
behind and Glover held third while 
Ward was running in fourth. Roger 
Hensly had his Suzuki in fifth ahead of 
Locey and Yamaha rider Gary 
Denton. On the second lap Gibson 
slipped back to third, allowing 
Myerscough into the lead and Glover 
to move into. second. Locey passed 
Hensly on the third lap while Denton 
faded back. Myerscough was just 
dancing his bike across the whoops 
and building up a good lead over 
Glover who in turn was well ahead of 
the Gibson and Ward battle. Ward 
was trying every line on the track 
attempting to pass Gibson and the two 
riders began to close on Glover. With 
one lap to go Ward passed Gibson on 
the downhill. With the checkered flag 
out, Myerscough cruised across the 
finish line well in front. Behind him 
came the charging trio of Glover, 
Ward and Gibson. Ward and Gibson 
had caught the Yamaha rider and the 
three all tried different last turn. lines 
which made the finish very exciting 
for the flagman as he stepped back to 
avoid the flash of yellow, green and 
red. Glover just stayed ahead of Ward 
and Gibson had to settle for fourth, 
Overall Myerscough was the winner 
with second going to Ward and Gibson 
taking home the third place money. 
Locey ended a fine day of riding in 
fourth and Ron Turner finished fifth, 
the only rider to contest all three 
classes. | 

Then to add further drama to the 
day, a protest was filed against 
Myerscough’s engine, claiming it was) 
over the displacement limit. Whig 
promoter Don Rake was attending to, 
the engine teardown, his pretty wife’ 
Pam and announcer Chip Van Natten 
gave out the awards for the sportsman 
races. 

First overall in the 
Intermediate class was Jeff Stanford on) 
a Yamaha. Second went to Suzuki| 
rider Eric Baker and third to Glen 
Cave on board a Kawasaki. 

Larry Coleman rode his Husky 125 
to awell deserved victory in the Junior 
class ahead of Honda-mounted Steve 
Redding and Jay Emerson on a 
Yamaha. 

Then the suspense ended as the 
engine was miked by calipers supplied 
by the Yamaha team and the 
calculations were made and 
Myerscough was ruled legal and the 
winner. As he picked up his prizé 
money he said, “I'm glad they tore it 
down so there'll be no question. I 
wouldn't ride an illegal bike and then 
go out and do good.” e

Every once in awhile a book 
arrives at our offices - for pur- 
poses of review - and is dogeared 
within a week. Motocross: Tec- 
hniques, Training & Tactics by Brad 
Lackey and Len Weed is one of those 
“once in awhile” books. Simply put, 
it’s great. 

Motocross enthusiasts, particularly 
those entertaining thoughts of racing, 
have had several good reference items 
- the most notable being the now 
several year old effort by Gary Bailey. 
But Bailey's book became a dated item 
as. machines quickly and surely 
required milk crates as mounting 
assists. 

The Lackey/Weed tome is so up to 
date it prompted one staffer to point 
out a picture of Roger DeCoster’s 
Jeading link front end Suzuki and 
comment, “Wow! They have better 
pictures of that in a book then we've 
been able to get (prior to the Carlsbad 
GP). 

Both the words and photos in the 
book are excellent and the large 
amount of photos makes the book a 
motocrossers delight even if said 
motocrosser has his act totally 
together. 

The 226-page paperback book's 
large format, 8 4” x 11”, allows room 
for sizeable photos, and there are 400 
black and white gems spread 
throughout the book. Many came 
from the cameras of long-time Cycle 
News contributor and former staffer, 
Jimmy “The Greek” Gianatsis. Weed, 
in the opening chapter entitled 
“Writer and rider,” gives credit to the 


many people who assisted in the 7 


assembling of the words and photos. 


We particularly liked his paragraph 


on Jimmy Weinert, “...the ‘grand old 
man’ of American motocross, offered 
some strategy gems and Jambone 
jargon, held up Brad’s bike and sang 
songs.” 

The instruction portion of the book 
runs the gamut of motocross from the 
history of the'sport through the mental 
attitude required and even includes a 
chapter entitled, “Saving and 
crashing.”

Sanford wins 
Tuff E’Nuff 
National Enduro

KELSO VALLEY, CA, JUNE 24 


Team Maico’s Don Sanford won the United 
Enduro Association’s Tuff E’Nuff National 
Enduro, dropping 12 points and edging out 
Team Honda’s Rick Munyon by a three point 


margin. Sanford was mounted 
on a 400 Magnum while Munyon 
was aboard his factory XR250 
four-stroke. This overall went to 
Kawasaki-sponsored Mike Hannon on 
his KDX400. 

The Tuff E’Nuff has been one of 
District 37's more challenging enduros 
for a number of years but this year’s 
event was its first run under a National 
Championship sanction. A conflicting 
National-Enduro in Minnesota held 
down the number of AA riders but a 


strong field was present, along with all ’ 


of District 37's top riders who were 
challenged by a contingent of District 
36 riders from northern California in a 
special team challenge. District 37 
came out on top and took home a 
special trophy. 

Pits were located in Kelso Valley 
South of Lake Isabella, while most of 
the course was run in the Piute 
Mountains section of the Sequoia 
National Forest, quite a change for the 
desert-oriented District 37 riders. The 
120 mile everit route sheet contained 
another unfamiliar item for local 
riders: turn mileages. Referee Jerry 
Counts followed the AMA rule book to 
the letter in an effort to try and 
standardize National Enduros. While 
turn mileage. would be just about: 
impossible for a desert enduro, it is 
particularly suited for a forest enduro. 
Riders pouring over their schedule 
couldn't miss the 24 mph sections 
followed by resets on the order of 15- 
20 minutes long which indicated 
special test sections. Club officials 
were confidently predicting a loss of at 
least 10 points for the overall winner 
and they were very close. 

AA riders were placed on a minute 
all by themselves every other minute 
starting at number 20. To make it fair 
for the A riders who didn’t draw a 
number in between the Double A’s, 
UEA drew them every other minute. B 
riders drew every minute starting on 
minute 60. C riders and women rode a 





shortened course of a bit less than 50 
miles. 

The UEA had planned on starting 
riders up Kelso Creek on private 
property but a genuine bird watcher 
objected and the club instead ran the 
start up Kelso Valley Road for four 
miles where the course turned off, 
rode up a trail commonly referred to 
as the “Cabin Trail” which was located 
on BLM land, not in the National 
Forest. The BLM had turned down 
UEA's first request for permission to 
use the trail instead of the county road 
up into the forest. However, after 
intervention by the Legal Defense 
Fund, the BLM let the Forest Service 
handle the permission procedure for 
the section. Score a victory for off road 
users. The trail is used by play riders 
constantly on weekends anyway. 


A moderate 18 mph average up the 
trail had many of the A riders early at 
the first check just before the trail 
came out on the road. The next check 
caught three of District 37's number 
one riders early as it was located just 
around a hairpin turn on a road just 
before a speed change to 24 mph 
which most riders had figured for a 
special test. Harry Keast (Mai), 
number one Senior, Mike Adams 
(Mai), number one 250cc and Jay 
Tullis (Hon), number one 200cc all 
took a two-point penalty for being a 
minute early. 

Since the section ahead was a special 
test, it gave an early indication on who 


. looked good, Mike Hannon (Kaw) just 


missed being only one minute late as 
he hit the checkout a scant two seconds 
into his second minute to lead the way. 
Most of the AA riders were also two 
minutes late but well into their second 
minute. Since the waiting check was ‘a 
tie-breaker, it was easy to measure 
exactly how everyone did. If a check 
isn't a tie-breaker, then a person who 
arrives 59 seconds into a minute gets 
the same score as a rider who arrives 
just one second into his minute. 

A 15-minute reset allowed riders to

rest and get back on time for some 
scenic woods riding overlooking the 
Walker Basin. A memorable “goat 
trail” had a bunch of riders down off 
the side trying frantically to get back 
on'the trail. 

Team Honda rider Ted Worrell 
slipped off and lost valuable time, 
costing him four points at the next 
check along with A.C. Bakken (Hus). 
Al Baker (Hus) was trying to keep his 
record intact of burning every easy 
check. District 37's number one Open 
rider Ken Lewis, Jr. DNF when his 
ignition wouldn’t ignite on his Maico. 
Bob Steffan had a new Maico out but 
didn’t have the jetting dialed in yet 
and had to pack it in at check B when 
the carb kept loading up. Bob was 
disappointed; he used to ride the area 
when the Greenhorn went through on 
the way to Greenhorn Mountain. 

Dust was a major problem at times 
as the wind refused to blow during the 
morning. A few riders found 
themselves temporarily lost when they 


missed turn arrows in the dust between _ 
checks B and C. The course was 80% 


trail and 20% road with the trails 
challenging and tiring. Water bars at 
uneven intervals and spacing provided 
numberous techniques for jumping. 
The major “special test” was located in 
National Enduro winner Tom:Webb’s 
section off of Piute Vista, a tough six- 
mile downhill stretch that had the very 
best riders eight minutes late at 24 
mph, A good A rider’s score was 12 
minutes down. Sanford won the 
enduro however, in a shorter tight 
section when he was the only rider to 
lose only two points. Rick Munyon just 
missed a two to pick up a three-point 
loss in the section to drop him a point 
behind Sanford. Munyon hit another 
check a minute early and questioned 
the accuracy but since he would have 
still been down a point on Sanford, the 
check was not protested. Of the top 14 
riders overall who picked up National 
Enduro points, only Sanford and Dave 
Bertram (Hus) didn’t burn at least one 
check. The UEA was pleased. They 
felt it was easy to lay out a section to 
catch riders late, it was extremely 
difficult to catch them early, 

Top B overall was Malcolm Smith’s 
Racing Products General Manager 
Gary Drean (Hus) who earned himself 
an automatic transfer to A, dropping 





29 points. Teammate Kent Richardson 
picked up the B-250cc win. In spite of 
burning check B, Jay Tullis still took 
the A-200cc class win while his ‘son 
Doug took the A-125cc honors on his 
XL125 engine/XR125 frame special. 
The District 36 riders. took the other A 
class wins with Dave Bertram (Hus) 
nailing down the 250cc win while 
George Sutliff (Yam) took the A-Open 
class. 

Kolbe sponsored Pete Smith won the 
A-Senior class aboard his 370 Can-Am 
to move into a very commanding lead 
for the Western Regional Senior 
Championship. Smith has won his 
class at the three Western National 
Enduros held this year. 

IRRC was on hand providing 
communications and rescue services as 
needed. 

The event was rated tough and very 
well run by the riders. The turn 
mileages took some getting used to by 
the local riders as they sometimes 
relied upon speedometer error instead 
of dialing into the mileage at the turn, 
causing a greater number of burnt 


‘checks than usual. The AA riders were 


pleased that a D-37 run was more like 
the runs they are used to riding and 
challenging enough for a National 
Enduro. e

World Championship 500cc MX Series: Round six 


Wolsink rolls in

MOSPORT PARK, CAN, JUNE 17 


Suzuki mounted Gerrit Wolsink of Holland 
combined two devastating late race charges 
through the sand and dust on the rough two 
kilometer Mosport Park Circuit to capture the 


overall win in the Cycle World 
Honda 500cc MX GP of Canada. 
The Flying Dutchman’s second 
and first place finishes, good for 
27 GP points, moved him to within 
nine points of championship standings 
leader Graham Noyce who motored to 
first and third places. 

Afterwards Wolsink said, “Although 
I am considered a sand specialist, 
I don’t like sand tracks. I am fit and 
the bike is good also.” He noted the 
excellent rear suspension on his works 
Suzuki that allowed him to make time 
on the many rough uphill portions of 
the course. 

Noyce’s lightning quick starts and a 
wide-open performance dazzled the 
competition and spectators alike. Af- 
ter a start to finish win in the first 
moto, it took some bad luck and 
Wolsink’s superb conditioning to 
prevent a repeat in the second. 

Hopes for a 1979 American World 
Champion were kept alive by Brad 
Lackey on the Uni-Trak Kawasaki. 
His steady riding kept him in the hunt 
with four-two finishes, but he dropped 
to third’in the overall standings with 
104 points. 

Finland’s Heikki Mikkola had a 
miserable day earning no points. A 


fine ride in the first moto ended with - 


Heikki and his Yamaha lying in the 
dirt after challenging for second place. 
He pulled off the track early in the 
second moto. . 

Former World Champion Roger 
DeCoster fared only slightly better as 


he dropped out immediately in the fir-: 


st race and was held back in seventh. by 
a poor start in the second moto. 

At the end of Saturday's practice, 
Noyce, Lackey, DeCoster and Mikkola 
had turned the fastest times. Many of 


the international riders liked the 
track, but expressed concern about the 
very dusty conditions which were par- 
ticularly bad on the back sections of 
the track. The track was watered 
through the night, but on Sunday it 
was evident that dust would be a 
problem. . 

Andre Vromans held the fast 
qualifying time after practice Sunday 
morning with Andre Malherbe second 
just edging Lackey. 

Suzuki teammates Gerard Rond and 
Wolsink held fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively. 

Noyce decided that the only way to 
avoid the dust was to get out in front at 
the start. A wheel ahead of Rond as 
the pack charged through the first 
turn in moto one, Noyce squeezed into 
the choice line in the second turn and 
was never headed. 

At the completion of the first lap it 
was Noyce, Rond, VandenBroeck, 
Mikkola, Malherbe, Lackey, Bruno, 
Vromans, Wolsink and Kobele. 
DeCoster was immediately out with a 
bad ignition. 

By the end of lap two, Noyce had a 
14 second lead. Mikkola was hounding 
VandenBroeck and when Jean Jacques 
Bruno bobbled his KTM, Vromans 
and Wolsink were quick to capitalize 
dropping him to- ninth. Mikkola 
blasted past VanDenBroeck on the 
following lap. Noyce stretched his lead 
to over 20 seconds as the rest strung 
otu behind him. 

Wolsink’ moved up to engage in a 
duel with Lackey and together, the 
duo moved toward the front. 

At the halfway mark, Rond had cut 
into Noyce's lead. Said Graham later, 
“I crashed in the whoops about half- 
way around. I saw stars and it took

three or four laps to get my rhythm 
back.” Mikkola trailed Rond by eight 
seconds. 

Wolsink began his move by passing 
Lackey who was held up momentarily 
by a lapped rider. The quiet-spoken 
Dutchman was serious now, probing 
Malherbe’s lines at every turn and 
finally passing on a rough uphill 
straight. He immediately set after 
VandenBroeck's Maico which fell vic- 
tim on the following lap. 

Mikkola sensed Rond fatiguing and 
closed in. On an off-camber straight, 
Rond held the smooth high line with 
Mikkola sweeping low through the 
roughest section. An instant later, 
Mikkola’s front wheel washed out and 
he endoed into the sand. Sore and 
shaken, Heikki removed his helmet 
and rode slowly back to the pits. 

Wolsink, moving very quickly now, 
took second away from tired teammate 
Rond and with one lap remaining, set 
after Noyce, only seconds 
ahead. Noyce’s mechanic, Bill Buchka, 
said that Wolsink came so fast he 
didn’t have time to warn his rider. 

Replaying the final minutes of the 
first moto, . Noyce said “I don’t nor- 
mally look around. I slowed down to 
be sure on the last łap and sensing 
something, looked round and saw 
yellow right there. I thought, ‘Oh 
God, not now, ‘and screwed the gas 
on. 

Graham edged Gerrit at the finish 
by a second. 

The bumps and heat took ikek toll 
of Gerard Rond who crashed his way 
to the finish dropping from second to 
sixth, He collapsed in the paddock 
with heat exhaustion and was taken to 
the track hospital, ne later 
that afternoon. 

Mikkola, nursing a sore side and leg 
between motos, motioned to his flat- 
tened front rim, attributing his fall to 
a rock hidden in the sand. 

Noyce began round two where he 
ended round one. This time he ducked 
ahead of Jean Jacques Bruno to win 
the start and disappear ahead of the 
charging mob in a cloud of dust 

According to DeCoster, who started 
beside Mikkola, “Heikki slipped 
sideways at the start,” giving both men

a bad start and relegating them to the 
back of the pack. 

Bob Wright got completely crossed © 
up leaving a jump and _ high-sided”’ 
spectacularly. The shaken Englishman’ 
called it a day. 

Mikkola pulled off as lap one ended, 
explaining later that it would have 
been impossible to gain enough 
positions in the thick dust. 

Noyce closed out lap two with a 14- 
second lead, a tradition he started in 
moto one. Malherbe and Bruno held 
steady while Wolsink, mindful of a 
charge too late, moved into fourth 
spot ahead of Lackey. Vromans moved “ 
past Kimber while Berenyi succúmbed 
to VanDenBroeck’s effort. f 

Wolsink vaultėd past Bruno on an 
uphill. A lap later, pressured by’ 
Lackey, Bruno dropped his bike en- 
tering a corner. Lackey | and Vromans 
were quickly by. 


Wolsink and, Lackey passed 


“Malherbe on lap 12 as they pushed af- 


ter Noyce. Lackey slipped three laps 
later but held a distant third. 

Two laps from the end, Noyce flip- 
ped over the bars and a jubilant 
Wolsink moved into the lead. Said 
Noyce “I rode my tail off to get that 
lead. People say I was tired, but I sim- 
ply misjudged a bump.” 

On the last lap Lackey snatched 
second from Noyce who was off- 
` Lackey 
said he was ready to win the second 
moto, but dropped his bike early in 
the race and, “by the time I got my 
second wind, it was too late.” 

The 250cc Support class proved to 
be a benefit for Kirk and Kris Bigelow 
of Michigan. The brothers ran one- 
two in both motos to easily out distan- 
ce the rest of the field. °

dirt track racing, the following 
describes. what I propose as the 
solution. to our problems: Novices 
should race 250cc two-stroke singles 
across the board, i.e. short track, half 
mile and TT; Junior class racers 
should ride 500cc machinery across 
the board; Experts should be on 500cc 
bikes for short track, half mile, and 
TT and on 750cc bikes for mile 
racing. Both the Junior and Expert's 
500cc bikes would be four-stroke 
singles. The Experts would switch over 
to 500cc bikes for mile racing after a 
two year period. 

Below are reasons for the 500cc rule 
change: 

1. 500cc engines will be cheaper to 
build and maintain which would result 
in more racers competing at all levels. 

2. At present, three major manufac- 
turers build a four-stroke single that 
can be used in flat track racing and 
another manufacturer is supposed to 
have one in the works. Those 
manufacturers would definitely get on 
the bandwagon if a 500cc rule were in- 
stituted and we could conceivably have 
20 or 30 factory riders instead of the 
two at present. (Thanks, Honda, for 
your participation this year with your 
500 at Houston, Ascot, Santa Fe, etc.) 

8. The average pro racer would 
need only one bike for all races. 

4. There are many more dirt short 
tracks around the country than there 
are dirt half miles and under a 500cc 
across the board rule we could have 
more racing. 

5. If each rider needed only one 
bike, you would see three or four riders 
teaming up and heading west - a move 
that is now financially impossible for 
the majority of eastern riders and vice 
versa - in one van. 

6. With the 500cc rule, the average 
back yard tuner like myself could af- 
ford and get parts at his local cycle 
dealer. More local dealers would get in 
on the action if there was more racing 
in his immediate territory. 

7. It seems ridiculous to require 
28mm restrictors on-750’s in order to 
make the 500’s more competitive. 
Most National riders I know would 
rather save their 750’s for just the miles 
the way they are presently tuned. Fur- 
thermore, the restrictors will not solve 
the parts and price problems that 
leveryone is experiencing. It would just 
give a choice few a further advantage. 

8. I personally have seen some very 


talented young riders who continue to 
race local outlaw races, because they 
know that pro racing for them finan- 
cially is out of the question. Can you 
imagine the response of a local banker 

hen a young man walks in his bank 
and asks to borrow $8,000 for a racing 
bike? A $2,500 racing bike would be 

ore within his reach. 

The numbers will multiply them- 
selves. More brands that, are com- 


petitive, more dealers who will be in-` 


erested, more racers who will com- 
pete, more fans that will attend, better 
acing, and more promoters 
promoting races. Thats what the 
b00cc rule would bring.

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1947 Sarolea 350cc OHV Single 


A bit British and a bunch Belgian 


By John Waaser 


Art Coughlin bought this machine brand new 
in 1949, and still owns it. He keeps it in the 
basement of a funeral home ‘owned by his 
friend Charlie Fitch, where the two of them 


store such goodies as a Velo- 
cette, a BSA Rocket, an NSU 
175 OHC single, and a couple of 
Benellis. Art started his motor- 
cycling career in 1948 on a Harley- 
Davidson 125cc made-in-America 
two-stroke with rubber band front sus- 
pension, then traded that almost im- 
mediately for a 350cc side-valve 
Sarolea with girder forks. The fol- 
lowing year he made the importer, G. 
Stevenson of Watertown, Massachu- 
setts, an offer on the OHV Model “B” 
pictured here, from which Stevenson 
had robbed some parts. Stevenson put 
it together, and sold it to Art for 
$425.00 - about $215 less than its 
suggested retail. For that money, Art 
got the more powerful OHV design, 
the renowned Dowty Oleomatic forks, 
and a four-speed gearbox instead of 
the three-speed on the  side-valve 
design. 

The machines were made in Bel- 
gium by Maison Sarolea, Herstal-les- 
lieges le (Belgique) 84, Rue St. Lam- 
bert. The company was founded in 
1850, and no longer manufactures 
motorcycles at any rate. Coughlin 
bought quite a few parts directly from 
Maison Sarolea in the early fifties after 





Stevenson stopped bringing them into 
the US. Not a whole lot of the 
machines ever got into this country,. 
but a friend of this writer's had a 600cc 
sloper nearly twenty years-ago. It was 
fairly easy to cobble a repair on them 
then, because so many parts were in- 
terchangeable with various’ British 
machines: in fact most of the ancillary 
items on Belgian bikes were British, 
such as-the Amal carburetor, which 
is mounted sideways, however, - the 
Lucas electrics, John Bull rubber 
products (grips, tank pads, footrests, 
etc.) and Jaeger speedo (a nice 
chronometric unit whose internals are 
interchangeable with Smiths in- 
struments, according to. Art.) 

Some of the more interesting points 
about this machine include the side- 
ways-mounted carb, the unique 
spoking pattern on the wheels (the 
only similar pattern Art has seen was 
on a Husky), the dry sump lubricating 
system which housed the oil in a 
separate tank cast into the crankcases, 
the rear speedo drive and, manual 
spark control which were found on 
almost all machines of this era, the 
built-in luggage rack (removed from 
this machine) which took a pillion 





saddle for your very favorite passenger, 
an oil pressure indicator on the return 
line, and the front fender brace which 
doubles as a front stand for changing 
the front tire---oops, tyre. 

Those Dowty forks were developed 
from units the company made for 
English aircraft during WWII (The 
Late Unpleasantness, I believe a die- 
hard Limey would call it...) and used 
air suspension. That's right, folks, 
your latest Yamazuki motocrosser has 
nothing on this machine in the sus- 
pension department - at least not at 
the front end. 

There are no springs in the forks, 
but there is a red dot on the sliders, 
and you pump air into the forks until 
the red dot is at the bottom of the 
outer cover, with the machine loaded 
at rest, and you have the proper 
suspension for any conditions, solo or 
passenger, or whatever. A tube under 
the triple crown joins the forks, so that 
there is only one air filler, located at 
the top of the left fork leg. The forks 
were made for retrofitting to girder- 
fork machines by the owner, but such 
companies as Velocette, Panther, and 
Sarolea used them as proprietary forks 
on new machines. 

This machine has no rear suspen- 
sion, but the company fitted a plunger 
rear suspension to the line starting in 
1949. At that time they also went to a 
cantilever seat; the standard -Terry 
saddle which looks ugly, but is quite 
comfortable to ride on. The seat helps 
to lower the seating position so we 
short-legged people can plant our feet 





flat on the ground - a far cry from the 
recent machines from East OR West. 
Not every development in the motor- 
cycle industry in the last thirty years 
has been an improvement. 

The machine has a bore and stroke 
of 75x79mm, and features a_ roller 
bearing lower end; roller bearing 
rocker arms in an oil-tight box (You 
won't appreciate the significance of 
that unit until you've ridden an older 


‘machine with exposed rockers...); an 


alloy piston; and positive lubrication 
to the rear of the cylinder wall, the 
rockers, and the inlet valve guide. 
There is a regulating knob to control 
the flow of oil to these areas. 

Sarolea boasted of the large, ac- 
cessible filter(almost like Honda?) and 
the fact that the sump held over 14% 
litres of oil - almost two U.S. quarts. 
They also bragged about the absence 
of external oil pipes, but the location 
in the crankcase casting also helped 
the oil warm up more quickly on a 
cold day, while still offering enough 
cooling to keep it from tragically over- 
heating in the middle of the summer. 
(One of the important features of a dry 
sump system is that the oil cools the 
engine internals.) 

The ubiquitous Lucas Magdyno was 
fitted - and a more cursed picce of 
equipment probably has never existed, 
but almost all brands used it in that 
era. 

Miscellaneous features include the 
15 litre gas tank, which dispensed fuel 
at the rate of 3% litres per 100km, or 
about 65 mpg. The machine con-

sumed oil at the rate of 100cc per 
100km, by the way, probably due to 
the positive lube of the inlet valve 
guide. There was a string-type shock 
absorber on the end of the crankshaft, 
familiar to all Beezumph freaks (just 
about anybody who: has seen an 
English machine naked, for that mat- 
ter...). Brakes were 180mm _ in 
diameter, and the wheels were shod 
with Englebert tires, a 26 x 3.25 (3.25 


x 19) up front, and a 26 x 3.50 (3.50 x" 


19) on the rear. Weight was 150kg, or 


about 276 Ibs, and claimed top speed 


was 110kph - some 69mph. 

Handlebar controls were integral 
with the bars, but Art sawed them off, 
and removed the internal throttle, 
replacing them with typical English 
items, after they wore. When the seals 
in the forks wouldn’t hold the oil un- 
der the air pressure, and no seals were 
available, he dumped in a can of auto- 
matic transmission sealer. He last 
registered the machine in 1956, when 
the bike he was riding then broke. 








Check out the rocker-type gearchange pedal, non-folding kickstart and foot 
pegs, sideways-mounted Amal carb and clean engine lines. 





The old Sarolea still starts well. Art 
fired it up on the third kick, but in 
truth he had not sufficiently tickled 
the carburetor before the first two 
kicks, so in effect it started on the first 
kick. Oh, you Honda fans don’t know 
about tickling carburetors? There's 
this little push-button on the top of the 
float chamber on most old-style car- 
buretors, whose function is to hold the 
float down, so the float chamber can 
fill. This raises the fuel level, and ef- 
fectively richens the mixture for star- 


ting and for that all-important first 
few seconds running. $ 

There’s a slight tinkle, which ap- 
pears to be the roller bearing in the 
lower end letting you know it’s there. 
Art replaced the original muffler with 
a typical British unit, and the bike is 
hugely quiet at idle, but does rasp a bit 
under hard acceleration. 

Regrettably, it was too cold when I 
was there to take the bike for a spin. It 
would have brought back fond 
memories. °

It’s tough to become one of that elite band of 
motorcycle racers who hold National numbers. . .and 
even more difficult to become one of the top 10 on 
the Winston Pro trail with a shot at being the Grand 
National Champion. 

Eddie Lawson is a 21-year-old Californian who 
stands at the beginning of that path in his second 
Expert year holding National number 21. 

He's paid his dues, and among the dirt track crowd 
he’s more than “promising.” He's a rider with the 
potential to make it to the very top. 

Right now he doesn’t have a sponsor — not one to 
help with the bills of riding the circuit anyway — but 
any branch of the industry looking for someone to 
sponsor could do a lot worse than pick Eddie 
Lawson. 

He's articulate and thoughtful when he speaks; no 
introvert, he’s not so extroverted that you wonder 
what's got him wound up. He’s completely profes- 
sional, something not always found among racers, 
and he knows how to conduct himself with the press. 
We invited him to Cycle News for an interview, and 
he arrived early along with a pile of scrapbooks he 
thought might be helpful. 

They were. They document a racer’s career from 
the time he was a young boy on his first minibike with 
pictures of him and his closest friend Mike Tidwell: 
Racing Mike, with Mike trying an outside pass on his 
friend; Eddie on the pavement at the Elsinore Grand 
Prix; all his various licenses and riding cards from 
over the years, including one from the AFM years 
ago when he road raced a 50cc GP Ital, a “teacup” 
racer. 

There's one shot of him surrounded by District 37 
trophies, his bike bearing scrambles number 11. He 
never really went after the District number one, 
which he could have gotten easily with his talent. 
Instead, he chose to ride all over the place rather 
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than, as he puts it, “Get stuck riding one or two 
tracks, You don’t learn anything that way. In fact, it 
hurts you, because finally you get so used to riding 
one or two tracks, you can’t learn to ride anywhere 
else. I knew experience is the only thing... you know, 
just going to different places, any place I could find.” 

When Eddie made that decision he was still in his 
early teens. It was a wise choice. We've all seen riders 
who have earned low District numbers and just the 
switch from Perris to Elsinore or vice versa causes 
them trouble. 

There are also pages of press clippings from 
myriads of not-so-important races to one in 1974 
when Tom Blattler writes that Lawson is now being 
considered by many to be the next Gary Scott. Then 
there’s one in 1975, when he won the Ascot TT 
Novice main on a Cooper only to have the win taken 
away because the machine wasmot AMA approved at 
the time. 

In 1976, he was riding Pete Pistone’s Bultaco 
single and blowing the socks off the other Novices on 
thé now-banned Yamaha twins on the Ascot half 
mile. He and Pistone traveled circuits back east, too. 
“That was great,” Eddie recalls, “I got to find out 
what it was like away from home.” 

In 1977, he went to Daytona and won the Novice 
road race first time there, a 76-miler on Ted Dann’s 
Yamaha beating Lance Jones, the top Novice at the 
time. “He was the quietest of all in victory lane,” 


‘reads the story. 


As Junior he became even more noticeable, but in 
his rookie Expert year Lawson watchers smiled to 
themselves, and the others really took notice. He 
went to the Astrodome for the first time and 
qualified for both Nationals, an unheard of feat for a 
rookie. 

“You know, it’s funny,” Lawson remembers, “I 
didn’t really think that much about it. It was just 
another race. I lined up and went out and time 
trialed and then people started coming up and saying 
“far out” and “hey, that’s great” and then when I 
lined up and looked over at the guys who were lined 





t track racer 


up with me, people like Hank and Gary (Scott) and 
Jay (Springsteen) it suddenly hit me, where I was and 
what was really happening and I suddenly thought... 
what am I doing here!” The only rookie in the field, 
he came off his bike in the TT when David Aldana 
fell right in front of him. 

With editor Dale Brown shooting occasional 
photos of Eddie, we were all kicked back in a little 
office and talking about our first love, motorcycle 
racing and let the talk just ebb and flow on all its 
facets. 

How did Eddie, who grew up in the years when 
motocross was the gospel to the young, choose to go 
for flat tracking over being another budding DeCoster? 

“My dad took me out to Elsinore to watch one day. 
He used to race the old Prado Park, but I never saw 
that. At Elsinore, I just sat and watched. I knew right 
then, that’s what I wanted to do. I rode motocross, 
and it just doesn’t do anything for me. It’s not really 
fast and it beats your body to death. I can’t handle 
that. I like the speed and the precision of flat track, 
putting the bike just so and of course, there's nothing 
like riding the mile.” His smile told it all. 
“Everything is timed. In motocross you hit a bump 
and you don’t know which way you're going to go.” 

The Ascot Spring season is now over, Eddie rode a 
Harley-Davidson owned and tuned by Sal Acosta and 
ended up high point Expert, but at the time of the 
interview he had just got the bike and was thoughtful 
about it. 

“I hope I do good. Right now the bike’s.all stock, 
Sal’s waiting for parts from Harley and some from. 
Mert.” He agreed that parts problems still plague the 
privateer Harley owners. “We'll go to the 
Sacramento and San Jose miles, and if I do well, 
maybe we'll go back east some, if I don’t... well...I 
hope I do.” 

He did well, but not always well enough to please 
himself. In the Ascot pits one evening he looked 
woeful: “I’m getting onto it (the bike) but everytime 
I make a mistake I feel I should have thought it out 
before I did it.” He won overall one Friday and did 





‘well “enough every other week to keep his Sane 


_ points way up. He was as fast as many of the veterans 

and faster than many; only his “mistakes” kept him 

from being the winner more...and they are not 
likely to be repeated often. 

Physically, he’s a good size for a bike racer, 5’ 9” 
and right around 130 Ibs. He works to keep it that 
way. 

As a Junior and during his first Expert year he was 
sponsored by Shell Racing Specialties, alias Shell 
Thuett and John Reed. Shell is a name much 
respected in flat track circles. He's been a track name 
for years. Eddie talks about him. 

“It’s a shame, Yamaha doesn't help him at all. He 
provides all his own parts, makes some of them, and 
they don’t do a thing for him. He's the only one 
trying to go against the Harleys except for the 
Norton. You'd think they'd do something. It's really 
a shame; it's burning him out. This is his last year. If 
he could just get some help, I know he and John’d 
hang in there, they love it so much. Yamaha says 
there’s no budget and that’s hard to believe. Look at 
all the publicity they get out of it. 

“When I did make the main, Roxy or someone 
would say, ‘Who wants the Yamaha to win?’ and the 
crowd would go nuts. It’s really something when you 
do something on a Yamaha. It’s neat on a Harley 
too, but when you're on:a Yamaha, it’s special.” 
What’s the difference between riding the Yamaha 
_ anda Harley? 

“You can get on the throttle earlier on a Harley, get 
the power on the ground easier. They don't slide out of 

the corners, that’s an advantage right there. You ride 

a Yamaha a little hard and it'll slide right out of the 

groove.” 

We’ve heard tales about the Yamahas being short- 

fused. You. have to do a major overhaul almost 

every time out. 

“We didn’t touch ours. It really surprised me. They 
were very low maintenance. Shell didn’t do much to 
the bikes and we never messed with the suspension, 
never changed the shocks or lowered the forks for 

different tracks. He feels if something is working 
right don’t mess with it.” 

_ How did Shell take your going to a Harley? We’ve 
| heard he gets a little put-out when he’s helped 
` someone and they switch. 

“Yeah, he takes it a little hard, but you can't really 

blame him. He understands and he’s tired out now. 

But he'll help the Harley guys, he'll give them 

anything he has. I'd probably still be with him. if 

Yamaha had said they'd help and we could really go 

for it.” 

How about riding the Yamaha on the different 
tracks? 

Sri course they're all different. Ascot is all on its 

own... the Ascot TT is my very favorite. Then there 
are aS with cushions and grooves...and then 
there’s Louisville.” His expression and our laughter 

showed all of us were*familiar with National trail 
tales of Lousiville. “You can’t ride a Yamaha there; 

no way. It’s like deep sand, you sink in it... but i 

can ride a Harley full out all the way around. When 

it comes to places you have to ride, I don’t like Castle 

Rock — they ought to do away with that place — 

and I don’t like Peoria much either.” 

What’s it like, that first year out on the National 
trail? 

“It's hard, You get to a track and the others are all 
ready, they know the gearing and the tires and stuff 
and you're just wondering. I hung close to Ted 

(Boody) and Harry Lillie and they really helped me a 
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“Jot. 1 talked to ‘Gary “(Scott) a a lot at Daytona. Hes 
really friendly, but for a while I had the feeling he 
was out to get me, You get to learn which guys you've 
got to watch out for on the track and which ones are 


- OK. Springsteen and Eklund are really clean, they 


always leave lots of room when they pass... this year 
I'll be more prepared for the others. That first year I 
didn’t know what to expect. I’ve talked to Jay a bit. I 
really don’t know the guy well, but watching him ride 
— he's fantastic — he can reach right down deep 
inside himself when he has to and do it.” 


Did you have a hero when you were growing up, or 
do you have one now? 

“Yeah, of course, Kenny Roberts, just like everyone 
else. But for me it was Mert Lawwill. I really wanted 
to be Mert Lawwill..I liked everything about him.” 

We talked on about what ‘a young professional 
faces in getting started when he becomes Expert and 
really wants to go for it. 

“You've got to have some help. A privateer just 
can’t do it, not the whole national circuit. That’s why 
they've got to go to the 500cc rule to help keep the 
cost down. Tires alone will kill you. They're 60 bucks 
each. At Louisville I went through four and at Des 
Moines three, and even if you share gas expenses with 
someone just living expenses now are high.. My folks 
and I are close, and I live at home. I couldn't make it 
if I didn’t. I sometimes work in.a bike shop in the 
winter.” 

With the Ascot season over we brought the plans 

up to date by press time. “Now Ascot’s over I'm going 
to do a lot of road racing. I love it and I have a great 
bike. Sal and I would like to go out on the circuit but 
neither of us can.afford it. But I’m going east for all 
the big road races, and when I go we'll take the 
Harley, too. I can’t go just for the dirt Nationals.” 
Let’s talk about road racing and your ride. 
“I love road racing. I have a great sponsor, Ted 
Dann, it’s his bike (a TZ 250) and he likes to own fine 
equipment and see it raced. Our tuner is Matt 
Owens, and he really knows how to keep the bike 
running. When I hurt my arm badly at Houston, 
Ted arranged for me to see the L.A. Ram’s doctor 
right away and I'really got the right treatment. 

“I rode Boody’s spare 750 at Daytona this year, 
ran the whole race on three cylinders and finished 
33rd. Yes, I'd like to see them separate road racing 
and dirt track and have two number ones. It would 
really help the guys who just like to road race, Some 
of us would have to either miss the road races or keep 
an expensive bike around for just a few races. If I do 
really well on the pavement, Ted's talking about 
Europe, and maybe some day... that’s another goal. 
Right now I wouldn't want to give up dirt track until 
I've done what I want there.” 

How long do you think it takes to get a real chance 
at winning that Grand National number one from 
the time you start as rookie Expert? 

“Say everything broke your way... The first year you 
spend learning, and there’s lots to learn, especially 
when you start to travel. If you have a chance at 
really top equipment, maybe two years after that 
you'd be close, but it takes a while to learn to run 
with those guys.” Lawson is modest, he ran with 
“those guys” right from the beginning. 

Eddie Lawson on many subjects: “The AMA could 
do more for the racers...our licenses cost us a lot. 
When you look up at the stands at a National and 
think of all those people and what they paid to get in, 
the purses should be larger. They should promote 
more television I think, It’s getting better, but there’s 
where the money comes from for the tennis and golf 
players. When you think what they get paid and 
what we get paid and the difference in what we do... 
we need more racing out here. 

“In the east, riding outlaw events in places like 
Granite City and Santa Fe, you can make a thousand: 
dollars a week. What you said about the entertain- 
ment dollar is truth though, those people back there 
don’t have major league teams and stuff to spend 
money on. The Winston people have really helped 
us. But it makes me mad the AMA allowed the guest 
pass to be taken away from us at Nationals. I can't 
even get my mom up in the stands. We should all 
have one pass; we used to get it. We still get one at 
Ascot. 

“They ought to move the AMA offices out here, 
this is where it’s all at, not back there. Anytime they 
want to know something technical they're on the 
phone to people like Racecrafters. . ‘there's nothing 
back there.” 

On the use of dope: “I haven't seen any hard stuff 
used but there’s an awful lot of smoking going on. It's 
really sad; they don’t need it, and they have such 
talent. It only slows them down and they don’t really 
realize it... they think they're going just as fast. You 
can tell it, the nights they don’t have a good ride.” 
We talked of specific riders and agreed. Lawson is 
straightforward and not embarrassed or sanctimoni- 





ous about his feeling on the matter, “I don’t like it 
when I’m lined up next to them, that’s for sure. I 
don’t smoke at all — never have — and I’ve never 
been drunk. I don't care if others do, and some of my 
close friends do, but I choose not to. Just don’t fault 
me for not doing it; you do your thing and I'll do 
mine. I get to bed early before a race, especially a 


National. I don't party the night before. It’s 
important to take care of myself. I don’t work out as 
much asI should, but I do run a lot and try to watch 
what I eat. I wish I were a bit shorter but I guess five 
nine is OK — except for those tall motocross bikes — 
I need a step ladder for those.” 


In the 1978 Motorcycle Olympiad, he devastated 
the opposition in the TT and short track and then 


- took his flat tracker out on the cross country course 


after first not planning to do it. He knew what would 
happen...“But it was something I felt I should do. 
No, Steve McLaughlin didn’t have anything to do 
with it. I don’t recall anything being said about it...I 
did it on my own. The magazines really gave-me 
some bad press on it though...kind of bummed 
me out.’ 

Future plans? “No, not marriage. I've got too 
much racing to do, and it wouldn't be fair to either 
of us. I've seen a lot of good riders quit or slow down 
because of serious relationships. That’s way down the 
road for me. I'm going to race until I get what I want 
out of it. I didn’t go to college because of the time 
limit, I can always go. I'd like to learn to be a top 


. machinist some day. I like creating, working with my 


hands on sophisticated machinery. Maybe own a 
shop some day, but that’s too far in the future even to 
think about now. I'm doing what I want to do now, 
just racing.” 

Onrthe future of racing? “They've got to go to the 
500cc rule for everything. It’s better racing, more 
close-together competition. It can get hairy and 
great for the spectators. The big bikes can get 
boring, all strung out. Close competition brings out 
people. You'd see Yamaha, Suzuki, Honda teams out 
then, and that’s what the sport needs: the variety of 
bikes so people can cheer on what they ride or what 
they like. The expense would be cut so a lot of good 
guys who just quit will stay in. If the AMA really 
takes a real look at racing. ..what’s been happening 
and what will happen in just a couple of seasons, 
they've got to go to the 500 rule and fast.” 

On being professional: “The top 10 guys are OK, 
but some of the others...they do crazy things and 
terrorize people and stuff. That's not right. You've 
got to be proud of what you do and what you are, not 
do kid stuff.” 

On kids racing: “It's OK, I guess — I started 
young — but not if your dad keeps pushing you all 
the time. Kids should only be in it for fun, not just 
for winning...that comes later. I wouldn't mind 
seeing them put the professional license requirement 
back to 18. That'll probably make some people 
unhappy, but 16 is still young. I know that now; you 
should still be having fun riding at that age. It burns 
a lot of guys out starting so young, and they don’t 
keep on going up the ladder. You don’t encourage 
racing that way. 

In May, Lawson won the 250cc GP class at a road 
race at Ontario, and when Wide World of Sports 
showed the San Jose Mile, there was Eddie in slow 
motion all the way around a turn as the 
commentator explained how riders took the left hand 
off the bar and put it on the fork tube to create an 
aerodynanic line as they exited a turn at 90-plus 
mph. He is indeed a racer to be watched. e

Qualifications for the World’s 
Best Pair finals found Bruce 
Penhall as the meeting’s second 
highest scorer with 14 points, 
being abley backed by Kelly Moran 
with a solid nine point total. The 
Americans were led into the final by 
Poland with 26 points and New 
Zealand with 25. 

With his Individual World Cham- 
pionship hopes already dashed, Penhall 
hoped for a comeback in the World 
Master of ‘Speedway Series; the first 
round was held at Kuvila in Sweden. A 
blistering score of 14 points from five 
rides saw Bruce in a runoff with 
England’s Michael Lee for first place 
in the first of three rounds in the 
competition. Lee, however, won the 
run-off and picked up the winners 
check for 3,000 pounds-as well as 15 
points to take into the next round. 
Penhall picked up 12 premium points, 
third place Peter Collins 10, and fifth 
place Scott Autrey received a six point 
premium total. 

The next item on a.busy interna- 
tional agenda for Penhall was the 
Intercontinental Final of the World 
Team Cup which was held at 
Eskiltuna, Sweden. With Dennis 
Sigalos unfortunately having broken 
his shoulder, Ronnie Preston moved 
into the American squad in the reserve 


- berth. Ron came fresh from his success 


in the European Under 21 qualifier 
held in Brokstedt, West Germany. His 


motor blew up in practice and Ron 
was forced to borrow a bike from one 
of the Hungarian contingent. Despite 
what was “the softest engine” he'd ever 
ridden, Ron easily qualified through 
to the next round of the competition 
with an extremely impressive 12 point 
score from his five rides. 

The second ‘tragedy’ of the week 
saw the Americans exit from the 
World Team Cup, though it certainly 
wasn't without a fight! New Zealand 
looked marvelous throughout; 
however, for the other position in the 
final, .last year’s World Team Cup 
victors, Denmark, were made to really 
struggle by the Americans. Even after 
the youngsters had gone into the 
halfway stage in last place. 

A gutsy eight point total by Kelly 
Moran was the inspiring factory in the 
U.S. team, though in the end it was 
dogged bad luck which put down their 
chances. A Bruce Penhall exclusion 
for unfair riding (which really should 
have been accredited to Larry Ross) 
and then a machine failure when he 
had World Champion Ole Olsen well 
beaten in his last race, proved the 
difference between success and failure 
for the Americans. 

By Heat 13 the Kiwis led by five 
points with Denmark and America 
equal with 19 apiece. Denmark 
eventually made it by five points from 
the Yanks, but if you take Penhall’s 
mishap into consideration, you can see 
how close the Danes cut it. As an 
American I would not be too 
disappointed with the performance, 
for with Steve Gresham ‘the old man’ 
of the team at 24 years of age, the boys 
still have a few years left in them to 
collect the coveted award. 

Penhall rounded off an excellent 
week of racing with a victory in an 
open longtrack meeting held in 
Vetlanda, Sweden beating 1975 World 
Champion Anders Michanek and 
eight times World Champ Ivan 
Mauger. Yet another victory in a Best 


Pairs event, held at his own Cradley 
Heath track, with fellow American 
Bobby Schwartz, gives indication that

VOJENS, DENMARK, JUNE 22 
Bruce Penhall was right down in 
the dumps following what should 
have been the greatest moment 
of his career to date. Themo- 
ment in question was the World Best 
Pairs Final held at Vojens, Denmark, 
where the Americans looked a good 
odd’s on bet for a rostrum placing. 
With just a little luck they could have 
finished as champions. 

However, with in-form Kelly Moran 
unfortunately aggravating his year old 
pelvic injury, Penhall found himself 
partnerless. Bruce contacted the 
British Speedway Control Board to see 
if Scott Autrey could step in as 
Moran's replacement. The BSCB said 
that Scott could certainly ride; just 
because he held a British license 
didn’t mean he couldn't retain his own 
nationality. Bruce then contacted the 
United States and spoke to Bill Boyce, 
the AMA’s controller of U.S. 
Speedway. Mr. Boyce didn’t even 
know the meeting was on, but even so, 
his organization would not release 
Scott to ride, despite the fact that 
Bruce offered to pay for his license 
then and there. Bruce had already 


chartered a plane to bring a partner 
and equipment over post haste, but he 
was rapidly running out of options. 
Dan McCormick, promoter of Cradley 


“Heath Speedway, would not allow 


Bobby Schwartz to miss out on team 
duty at such short notice, and inept 
organization saw Steve Gresham 
failing to make his airline connection. 

Eventually, the distraught Penhall 
took to the track with a non-scoring 
Danish junior as*his partner. 

Isn't it time the AMA appointed 
someone who has a sound knowledge 


of World Speedway and who could 


take care of any problems; such as 
occurred in this instance? 

After one rain-off night, the 
meeting eventually went ahead and 
Penhall was seen in stupendous form. 
Alone, he outscored the much fancied 
New Zealand pair of Ivan Mauger and 
Larry Ross. The fight for the title, 
however, proved to be a three horse 
race between England, Denmark and 
Poland. 

Malcolm Simmons has come back 
into form along with a change in 
machinery. He now rides an English 
G.R. engine, and along with Jawa 
sponsored Michael Lee, left the Danes 
needing a five to one point score from 
their. last heat against the Pole for 
victory. A smilar total would also have 
given Poland victory, and from the 
start it looked as if the Poles could do 
it, 

Zenon Plech and Edward Jancarz 
led from the gate, though World 
Champion Ole Olsen quickly fought 
his way through to the lead. His 
partner, Hans Neilson, came through 
into third place on the last lap and in a 
terrific last bend effort appeared to 
just fall short of overtaking Eddie 
Jancarz on the run to the finish line. 
However, amid quite some controversy 
the decision went to the Danes and the 
partisan crowd went bananas as their 
pair were crowned ‘World Pairs 
Champions. 

Tony Briggs qualified through to the 
semi-finals of the British Grasstrack 
Championship in both the 350cc and 
500cc classes. In the 350cc class, Tony 
blitzed all opposition with three 
sensational 250 yard victories to be 
crowned the British South Western 
350cc Grasstrack Champ. However, 
things did not go quite so smoothly in 
the 500cc class, as he only just 
qualified as the 10th of 10 final 
qualifiers. With 12 in a race, you 
cannot afford to be left 20 yards 
behind at the start as Tony did in his 
first race. Fortunately he managed to 
fight his way through to fourth place, 
though in his second race he was 
knocked head over heels while 
disputing the lead in the very first 
corner. In his sixth race of the 
afternoon Tony was visibly fatigued 
and cruised in for third, which put 
him into a run-off for the last 
qualifying place. 

Dennis Sigalos seems to have 
recovered from his shoulder injury and 
scored a brilliant 12 point maximum 
in the-Final of the British Four Team 
Tournament held at Sheffield. Even 
without Ivan Mauger and Kelly 
Moran, Hull pulled off a startling 
victory; much of the credit must go to 
Dennis, who hasn't enjoyed the best of 
form throughout the season. 

Ron Preston has been performing 
particularly well of late, and while 
looking like he is going to do extremely 
well in the European Under 21 
Championship, he's also had Malcolm 
Simmons the England Skipper 
commenting that he reckons Preston is 
going to be the best of the Americans 
yet. e

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With a little hobs Moose Kennedy 
gets a winner's kiss. ~ 


The only pressure on Alan came from 
Gene Woods, who also has won both 
mains in one night. Christian and 
Woods should make it impossible for 
Mike Bast to win his seventh U.S. 
National Speedway title. We'll just 
have to wait until September for the 
outcome of that one. 

The Second Division Main Event 
was won again by Shawn McConnell 
from the 30-yard line. He has been 


overlooked for some strange reasons , 


for a move into First Division. Usually, 
if you can win from the 30-yard line, 
you get a shot at the big money. 
Maybe this time the powers-that-be 
were watching the races and he will get 
his well-earned ride. 

Division Three went to John 
Connolly, who, like Shawn has proved 
he can ride and win and should be 
moved up in class. 

Over the past several months, I have 
made many references to the fact that 
this or that rider came up through the 
Junior Speedway ranks. I am sure 
many of you new fans have wondered 
about that reference because there is 
not an active group of Juniors running 
in the Southland, but Junior Speedway 
is alive and doing well in northern 
California. 

This coming Friday night at Costa 
Mesa, a large group of their young 


stars will come down to put on an. 


exhibition and we will all get a chance 
to see what the next superstars of the 
sport look like. e

Robert Green of 
Anaheim Suzuki, Don Griewe (Hon), 
Greg Zitterkopf (Suz) and Keith 
Williamson (Suz) were all within a few 
feet of one another as they bumped 
and juggled for any kind of advantage. 
At the end of lap one, however, it was 
Green not so securely on top with 
Griewe pushing hard. It wasn’t until 
the fifth lap that anything changed 


. with Griewe finally moving into third 


past a fading Green, who was also 
passed a short time later by Chris 
Swank (Kaw). Meanwhile, back on 
top, the battle was as fierce as ever 
with Burtt still holding off a 
determined Stout. Stout’s job was 
suddenly made easier when Burtt 


crashed one lap before the white flag, 
but then he almost gave the lead back 
to the remounted Burtt when he ran 
off the track two turns later. But Stout 
was still on top at the finish with Burtt 
second and Griewe third. 

The start of the next round was a 
reversal of the first with Stout getting 
the lead in the first turn and Burtt 


_playing catch up. Once again it was a 


two way race with third place being 
decided in a separate battle several 
seconds behind. Griewe took the spot 
much earlier this moto, but he was still 
under pressure all the way to the end 
from Swank. Up front, Stout and 
Burtt kept at it until Burtt took the 
lead on the same lap that he had lost it 
in the first round. “I only made one 
mistake that race, and Burtt nailed 
me,” Stout commented later, “but it 
was a good race.” 


An interesting highlight of the 
night's racing was a shootout between 
the Malcolm Smith retail store staff 
and the warehouse staff. Both motos 
were runaway battles between retail’s 
Wayne Martin (Hus) and warehouse’s 
Kenny Jones (Suz). Jones crashed in 
round one, taking third behind Martin 
and Vinnie DiPadova, who was doing 
quite well considering he was on a 
RM125 while almost all the rest of the 
pack rode Open classers. In the next 
moto, Jones came back for the win 
with Martin and DiPadova following, 
but overall it was still Martin, Jones 
and DiPadova.

Gormley takes

ago when | first heard oft, | 
thought the same thing. 
Since then tho, I've found 
that Supercross is the most 
competitive, challenging, 
r toughest and certainly the 

ġa highest paying racing there 
is. On natural terrain, which 
| do pretty well in, you take 
whatever ground there is 

and go for it. In the stadi- 
í ums, the producers have 
really done their homework and have made their courses as tough as 
any Grand Prix course I've ever ridden. Do you know that there is no 
up or downhill anywhere that is as steep as the peristyle jump at the 
Coliseum? Yeah, the Coliseum, that is one that really gets to me. I've 
had my problems in that race, and | don't know what it is. Each year | 
come into it with the series virtually wrapped up and then some other 
rider just seems to come out of nowhere and rides right over me. The 
Superbowl is the second to the last race of the stadium series, but 
somehow it's like it's bigger than the series itself. Maybe it's because 
the Superbowl is the big one, the original stadium race, and it's a BIG 
deal to win. But, all the riders:get hyped up about this one and it means 
a lot to win it, so they're really out there fighting for it. The track at the 
Coliseum is by far the most challenging, and the fastest stadium track 
in the series, and | hear that this year Goodwin has gone one better. 





Everyone knows about the jump at the peristyle, it's pretty spectacular. 
This year tħey've goneup into the stands at the other end of the stadi- 
um, but it's not just up and down, it's got some heavy berms down 
there, too, and on paper it looks like it's going to be a killer. | don't 
know why he hasn't thought of it before. The fans should really get off 
on this one. . . they're calling it the Toyota Tornado, From what I've 
seen, there is a very tight berm going into the climb, and at the top of 
the climb the turn is very steep, coming back down off of a ski-run 
jump just like at the other end of the stadium at the peristyle. It's going 
to shoot the riders out of there like rockets. What riders do! pay most 
attention to at the Coliseum? Well, every year it's someone different 
who wins, but the main ones that | consider are the old man, of course. 
Weinert. He can always pull one out of the hat. That guy is a miracle. 
He should have retired years ago. And Tripes, who always gives mea 
ride for my money. He's taken home two Superbow! trophies himself, 
and Mike Bell, who rode like | should have last year, But, for this race 
at the Coliseum. a goes and all of the riders just seem to be 
“on.” You know the Coliseum race is part of the series called the AMA/ 
Toyota Tupe Crown, and it has a purse all of its own for the highest 
places in the three biggest events of the year - Atlanta, Los Angeles. 
Anaheim in November. You know how | feel about prizes and this is 
one that | would really like to take. But. it looks like it's not going to be 
as easy as others. The first race in the Triple Crown was in Atlanta last 
March. | managed to pull that one off, but since then other riders, like 
Wise, have really done well. The second race in the "Crown’ is this one 
at the L.A. Coliseum - The Superbowl of Motocross - one that I'm still 
doing my homework on, and if! don't win that one it'll be tough going 
to win it in November at Anaheim. the Motocross Finals. The purse is 
pretty good, Goodwin put it up himself. He told me that all of us riders 


have made so much noise about not getting enough money that he 
would make this special series money available . . . provided we'd 
really race like Hell and kick a - at these three events. Well, | don't 
think we did it on purpose, but it seems that these three races are 
always the best stadium racing. He really puts a lot into his races, 
not just the tracks, which are always tough and exciting, but he gets 
everyone excited about the races. This year at the Superbowl, there's 
a deal where so much of the ticket money over an estimated atten- 
dance figure is going to the fund for those of us who like to ride in the 
deserts but are finding less and less deserts to ride in. There's a 
desert racing enthusiast who has gotten into trouble with the Bureau 
of Land: Management and has had to go to court because he dis- 
agreed with the closure of desert lands for riding and went against 
them. It's gotten to be a long involved thing. but the idea is that we 
should stand up against this action, and that is what the money is 
going for . . . to support the legal fight of the off-road enthusiasts 
against the government agencies that only want to see things their 
way. | think that what the Superbowl is doing is agood gesture, and| 
hope that people pay attention to what is happening or we might not 
have many more places near our homes to go and ride, That would 
kill me since the deserts are my favorite places to go out and “work”. 
Work, Yeah; races for a professional could be considered hard work. 
but for us it's what we like most and do best. I'm really going to have 
to work to win this year's Superbowl. Same people say it’s jinxed. | 
guess I'll find out for sure this July 14th because I'm really going out 
there. to race. It’s not all because of the Triple Crown, even tho that 
would really put the icing on the cake for me. but it's because it's the 
SUPERBOWL, and | guess that says it. I'm going out to win the 
SUPERBOWL - now or never,

degrees which, like the banking at Daytona, pushes motorcycles and riders all the way through at maximum 
= collapsing ae components and applying a force of 3G’s to the riders’ bodies... . and, there's no 
shutting off halfway through - the paom centrifugal forces can launch bike and rider over the 9 foot berm 
wall, crashing to the stadium floor below if you let off. Each berm is a total committment to wiring the throttle 
open for as long asit takes to get through, and passing highonthe banking isstrictly forthemostradical riders. 
But... . sling-shotting out is what makes it all work as youpass the guy who took the low, safe line and, the Coca- 
Cola Superbowl of Motocross has 3 berms plus inside soft stuff for 4 lines, for better passing than outdoors!

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The WHOOP-DE-DOOS on an outdoor course are irregularities in the track surface 4 to 15 inches high, which are 
formed in a pattern resulting from braking and acceleration of motorcycles on certain parts of the course. 


The whoops at the Coca-Cola Superbowl of Motocross are a different story. Each whoop is 3-5 feet high. and 
formed by a bulldozer - totally without regard for how they would be formed naturally by motorcycles. They 
are built to work against the rider, throwing off his timing or rhythms that he may use on outdoor courses, 
They are so steep and so high, that each one bottoms the forks on impact. then shoot bike and rider straight 
up in the air 8-10 feet. Then bike and rider come crashing down. again bottoming both front and rear suspen- 
sion on the next whoop since the CYCLE or wave-length, is tagged so no one can “ace” it. There are sections of 
3-10 whoops all over the track, where they are least expected by the riders... a closely-packed group of 
riders, all fighting the whoops at once, will be a handlebar to handlebar struggle with only the rider who can 
hold it wide open and keep his hands from being ripped from the bars. coming out first.

Passing up Mammoth to get used to 
riding Yamahas again, Chris Chaffee 
bolted into the lead at the start of the 
first 500cc Pro moto and established a 
short lead right away. 

Sorting things out behind him that 
first lap were Clint Hardick (Mai), 
Alan Smith (Hus), Lee Ramage (Mai) 
and Dale Anderson (Mai), who 
dropped out on lap five with 
transmission gremlins. 

Smith kept Hardick worried until he 
finally went by at the bottom of the 
downhill on lap four. He set his sights 
on Chaffee at that point and by the 
time they exited Rattlesnake Gulch on 
the next lap, Smith was in front. He 
went on to take the checkered with a 
very comfortable lead. 

Chaffee finished second while 
Ramage held off Chip Howell (Hus) 
for third. 

Scott Porter (Yam) led the first lap 
of moto two with Smith, Howell and 
the rest of the gang putting the 
pressure on from behind. Smith put 
his bike into the lead on the downhill; 
but shortly after that, both Husky 
riders went down, Smith getting up 
and away after the pack had seemingly 
vanished. 

Porter had his problems too. His 
bars loosened and lowered themselves 
over the jumps, making control 
difficult to maintain. A ditch proved 
to be his undoing, allowing Ramage 
his shot at the lead, which he kept 
until Chaffee bounced past him on the 
uphill on lap three. 

Coming up quickly, though, was 
Howell who had moved into third by 
lap six. Coming out of the back section 
at the end of lap seven, he was into the 
lead for good. 

Smith also came on strongly, though 
he could only get up to fourth behind 
Ramage. It was good enough for third 
overall, though, with Chaffee getting 
the win and Howell second.’ 

Tony Wanket (Yam), who had 
driven back from Mammoth to try and 
get points today, outdragged the rest 
of the 250cc Pros to the first turn. 
Before long, however, Chaffee took 


-over and cruised to the win. Scott 


Johnson (Hon) and Jerry Raymer 
(Yam) rounded out the first four. 

The second moto combined the 
250’s and all five 125cc Pros, whose 
first moto was won by Scott Burnworth 
(Suz). Bobby Sullivan and Don Fuller, 
also Suzuki-mounted, were the only 
survivors of their first moto. 

Wanket got the holeshot again, but 
kept his lead intact all. the way. 
Chaffee settled. for second while the 
next bike in was Burnworth who had 
made up the deficit between the 250’s 
and 125’s in less than four laps. 

Johnson, Raymer and Bryan 
Maloney on his new Honda were the 
next quarter-liter bikes in. Fuller 
became the second 125cc to get the 
flag, though Sullivan was reeling him 
in during the last few laps. 

Starting next week, there will be 
CMC-sanctioned races here on the first 
and third Sundays: of the month in 
addition to the Saddleback events on 
those days. Included will be. classes 
from Beginner to Expert. Pros may 


ride Expert, but there will’ be no 
money payback.

Chappy Blose put his Kawasaki 
into the winner’s circle in the 
125cc Pro race to spoil a perfect 
day for. Team Honda as factory 


riders Warren Reid and Jim Gibson 
won their respective classes. Reid won 
the Open Pro go with a tremendous 
ride in the second moto after a bad 
start left him near last, to back up his 
first moto win. Gibson just flat 
demolished the 250cc Pro race, 
leaving the spectators to ask “Who'll 
finish second?” 

Taking the holeshot in the first 
250cc Pro moto was (surprise!) Gibson 
followed by Can-Am rider Kurt Sofka 
and Pete Snorteland, also riding one 
of Canada’s finest.

Loose on the loose 
at S.LR.

KENT, WA, JUNE 24 

Fast Bobby Loose returned to 
Seattle road racing today: He 
blitzed Open Production, took 
fourth overall in Open Cafe, and 
a fifth overall in 250cc GP. On May 4, 
a drunken driver had sent him 
critically injured to the hospital which 
destroyed his chances of winning the 
annual Seattle Six Hour Endurance 
Race with Californian Harry 
Klinzmann. But Loose is fast in the 
hospital, too. Healing in record time, 
he returned to his sponsor's (Everett 
Suzuki) shop in three weeks, and raced 
in Portland June 17. 


In the combined 750cc/Open 
Production events, Loose and his 
carefully prepared Everett Suzuki 
GS1000 found big holeshots. Ray 
Baker's GS-1000 slowly worked its way 
around Loose to seize the lead ‘for a 
few laps as Portlander Keith Pinkstaff 
(usually Suzuki mounted) wrestled 
behind them on a brand new Laverda 
1200. Although his red Jota handled 
fine, its brute horsepower plateaued at 
6500 rpm. The Rose City Motorcycle 
Sales pit crew tried any number of 
carburetor jetting and ignition 
treatments, only to emerge with strong 
suspicions of gremlins in the EPA 
approved air-box. Despite his blunted 
motor, Pinkstaff carved some nice 
lines to third overall. Loose hung onto 
Baker's rear fender until the last lap 
where he drafted Baker out of turn 10 
and beat him to the checkered flag. 

Loose led into turn one in heat two 
and never looked back as he wobbled 


all the way to the win. While he’s in 
winning form after rolling his truck in 
the May mishap, the Suzuki 1000, 
which was strapped in the back, still 
suffers from a bent front rim, stock 
shocks and perhaps worse. 


Ray Baker again rode to second, 
watching Loose wobble down the 
entire front straight. More accustomed 
to flat-tracking, Baker prompted 
much interest, as this was his first ever 
road race sprint. 


In 750cc Production Rocky Phoenix 
smoothly rode his Honda F to first 
overall ahead of Brian Sutton 
(Yamaha 750). Suzuki mounted Nils 
Jorgensen had a “Big Mac Attack” in 
the second heat. In sweeping turn 
eight, he suddenly left his bike, and is 
reputed to have downed two 
hamburgers and a coke as his bike 
motored without him toward the 
concession stand. and came to rest 
upright against the fence! Apparently 
satiated, Jorgensen remounted his 750 
and returned to the fray for seventh 
overall. 


Northwest flat track star and two- 
time §$.I1:R. Six-Hour Marathon 
winner Randy Skiver blasted Open 
Cafe on the Bellevue Suzuki 1000. Far 
behind him, Gus Denzler’s Kawasaki 
beat Dan Freeman to the flag. In the 
next heat, Freeman finally got his own 
Kawasaki by Denzler for second. By 
virtue of his better second heat 
performance, the scoring system 
awarded Freeman second overall. Bob 
Loose was fourth to the flag in both 
races, for fourth overall, ahead of 
Rocky Phoenix. 

Perhaps the best race of the day saw 
the Gregg’s Greenlake Kawasaki KH- 
400 squeak to a 550cc Cafe win. Pilot 
Garry Gallagher really had to sweat to 
win this one. Runner-up Jerry 
Whitlow later said, “He just plain 
wanted to win more than I did.” 
Gallagher and his totally cafe’d bike

were undefeated champions in this 
class last season, but winless so far this 
year. Heat one was fairly mundane, as 
Gallagher scooted to the flag well 
ahead of the pack. His motor was run- 
ning soundly and the suspension on his 
WASCO frame seemed dialed in. The 
second heat was the crowd pleaser. Joe 
Rodger’s strong RE-5 Suzuki led the 
first lap until Jerry Whitlow’s better 
handling TD-3-RD-400 Yamaha 
reeled him in. Gallagher’s Kawasaki 
also got past the rotary, chasing the 
Yamaha 100 feet ahead. Hard riding 
Whitlow seemed assured of a win until 
he ground a hole in his left expansion 
chamber. His lost ‘power allowed 
Gallagher to snake past him. 
Gallagher had tried so hard to catch 
him that spectators witnessed both of 
his wheels flying several inches into the 
air off the bumps in the back chicane. 
Whitlow quickly proved road racing is 
indeed “the ballet of motorsports” as 
he plugged the hole with his foot. This 
gave him enough power to repass the 
Kawasaki, but when downshifting for 
turn two on the sixth lap, he almost 
lost it, allowing the Kawasaki by 
again. Somehow Whitlow caught him 
on the backstretch and led at the white 
flag. The Yamaha obviously had 
power on the Kawasaki, so Gallagher’s 
next move was a sacrifice. Coming out 
of turn 10 onto the front straight, 
Gallagher drafted the Yamaha and, 
by keeping his motor pegged about 12 
grand in fourth gear, muscled ahead 
of Whitlow. 300 feet from the win, the 
maltreated Kawasaki seized. 
Gallagher pulled in the clutch and 
coasted to the checkered flag, just feet 
ahead of his rival, jumping up and 
down on his footpegs with joy. 

Bruce Lind snagged two Open GP 


_heats composed of mostly Superbike 


four-strokes. Canadian Peter 
Puhakka’s TZ-750 gave Lind a tough 
time in the second sprint, with lap 
times down to 1:34, (just one or two 


seconds off the track record). Puhakka 
pulled ahead on the back straight 
during lap six but Lind got him back 
on the next lap and took the overall 
win. While the Yamaha GP bikes are 
usually superior in this class, the 
outstanding performance of many 
Superbikes (like Chris Michak’s 
Kawasaki and Randy Skiver’s Suzuki) 
seems to mandate more AMA 
recognition. 

Surprise of the day came in the 
125cc GP money class, which Gordie 
Vanskike has dominated for the last 
year and a half, while Jay Burchell has 
slowly nursed his Honda to fruition. In 
the first heat, Vanskike’s Honda won 
by quite a margin. Next time things 
were different when Burchell beat him 
by no more than a bikelength. Insiders 
fear a horsepower war of monumental 
proportions between the two. Again 
the motocross type point system 
determined this upset victory. 

The day's worst injury was a 
spectator’s sprained ankle. 
Uncommon sunshine and. great 
traction made it seem like a racing 
picnic. Another event is scheduled for 
July 29.

First, they had a standard program 
of E.T. “dial your own” type money 
brackets; then they added an “award 
certificate” class. This class had over 





30 time brackets to choose from, and 
riders ran “heads up” with others in. 
the same time bracket. Framed certi- 
ficates were given to the winners. 
Finally, an all new “run what you 
brung” division has been created by 
Dragbike. There are 13 different 
classes open to basic street machines. 
The.class breakdown is by engine type, 
but unlimited in engine size; ie: street 
sportster, street three cylinder two 
stroke, etc. These competitors ran for 
trophies. To confuse things even more, 
riders could enter -both the trophy 
brackets and the money brackets. You 
can imagine the results — utter chaos 
between the staging area and the 
tower all afternoon. 

Low E.T. of the day went to Peewee 
Gleason from Tustin on a beautifully 
prepared Kawasaki out of Kosman 
Ent. & American Turbo-Pak. Peewee 
broke the beam at 8.42. High mph 
honors went to Wayne Holden of 
Shingle Springs. Wayne, on a 
Kawasaki sponsored by Snap-on Tools 
& Torco Oil, made his mark at 161.57 
mph. Clyde Rawlings came from 
Fresno to test out his Harley Digger 
with a few new additions, and a few 
handling problems. Clyde packed up 
and went back to the drawing board 
after making two test passes, one of 
which put him out in the boonies with 
the motocross racers, 


After a long afternoon, the final in 
cash E.T. bracket number two came 
around. Dave Walker, riding a 
Honda, got a great holeshot on Joe 
Taylan’s Kawasaki and sent Taylan 
back to Salinas with an E.T. of 12.39. 
Taylan ran a losing 12.70. Bracket 
number one final placed Andrew Lee 
of Oakland on the line with Elvin 
Golveia from Fremont. Both Kawasaki 
riders charged off the’ green and 
Golveia came out on top with an 10.08 
to Lee’s 11.26. 

The action of the day was in the 
certificate races. One semi-final had 
Peewee Gleason going off against Dee 
Gennung from Hayward. Gleason shot 
off the line like a very quiet cannon 
and buried Gennung’s Harley gasser 
8.53 to 9.19. Im the other semi, 
Gordon Kateley’s Kawasaki lost fire 
after a burnout and the solo win went 
to Wayne Holden. 





This meant that Holden and 
Gleason were to face each other for the 
final. After some very careful staging, 
both Kawies came. off the line, side by 


side, like a mirror image. But Holden ` 


just couldn't keep all his horsepower 
channeled through the rear tire and 
Gleason aced him out 8.68 to 9.04.

Paul took home all the 
money, winning both the Scratch 
Semi-final and the Scratch Main 
event. “Mighty Mouse”, a former 
northern California speedway 
champion, was flying too high to be 
caught Thursday night. Paul is also 
the Auburn track speedway promoter. 

Other winners for the evening 
included Bart Bast, from Auburn, 
who seems to be following in his uncle’s 
footsteps, easily winning the Junior 
Speedway Handicap Main. 

Also finishing in the money was 
John Cook, from Sacramento, winning 
the Handicap Main after starting way 
back on the 40 yard line. Watch out 
for Cook, he’s hot this year. 

Division II saw Bill Calicura, from 
Walnut Creek, taking the honors. Bill 
is looking good so far, having just been 
moved up from the Division III ranks. 

Two out of three of northern 
California's existing speedway tracks 
are being promoted by riders 
themselves this year. Paul Orlandi, 
although he is losing money weekly, 
keeps the Auburn track open and next 
week Dennis Robinson, from Napa, 
also a Division I rider, will open Napa 
California Speedway for an eight week 
run. Such dedication to the sport of 
speedway racing deserves a special 
thanks. These two riders are trying 
very hard to keep speedway going here 
in NorCal.

AUSTIN, TX, JUNE 15 
Motocrossers and mosquitos de- 
scended on Capital City Night 
Motocross Friday. Familiar odors 
of two-stroke oil fumes and OFF 
insect spray lingered throughout the 
track area as the racing progressed. 
Tearoffs were popular with the riders, 
as mosquitos splattered on goggles 
during the high speed motos. 

Jack Beckham of Austin, in his bid 
to outrun the mosquitos and the 
combined 250cc/Open Experts as well 
as Open Intermediates, posted a-pair 
of firsts on a 400 Suzuki. Honda of 
Austin rider Russell Powers put a 
CR250 into the lead as the riders 
blasted out of the start. Jack Beckham, 
Bill Kasson (Yam), Mike Farmer 
(Yam) and Gary Parker (Yam) 
followed around the first turn. Jack 
Beckham kept pressure on Powers as 
they lapped the track but he didn’t get 
by 'till almost mid-moto. Meanwhile, 
Mike Farmer rode alone in third place 
as a battle between Kasson and 
Effinger waged for fourth. 

David Beckham piloted another 
Suzuki in the Open Intermediate class 
while brother Jack led the overall. 
After getting slowed behind a stalled 
rider in a turn, Dave began a 
comeback from far back in ninth place 
to finish first in his class and fourth 
overall in the first moto. 

After Jack Beckham got a toehold 
on the lead, he extended it, giving 
Farmer a shot at second place rider, 
Powers. Powers, however, didn’t give 
Farmer any passing lines and held 
second to the checker with Farmer at 
his heels. 

The second moto start belonged to 
Jack Beckham as he led Powers, 
Effinger, and Farmer off the start. 
More bad luck befell brother David as 
he stalled in corner three after braking 
too hard. Once again, a charge from: 
ninth place brought him to first in his 
class for a perfect evening. 

Jack Beckham led every lap of the 
second moto and kept the Beckhams 
perfect Friday night. Powers earned a 
pair of seconds while Effinger and 
Farmer fought it out for third. 
Effinger washed out in a sweeper and 
went down, but he got up so quickly 
that Farmer didn't get by. Two laps 
later, however, Farmer passed for 
third place and rode it to the last turn 
before the checker, where he waved 
Effinger to pass with a painful hand. 

Kent Smelser (Suz) of Austin had a 


super racing evening. In the first 125cc 
Novice moto he trailed Mark Marshall 
(Suz) for the entire moto, only to pass 
him at the finish line. | as Ham (Hon) 
of Pflugerville had the second moto 
easily sewn up, but Smelser was 
munching at Matt Taylor's (Suz) rear 
fender with a lap to go; on the last lap 
there was no Taylor. Smelser took 
second place and the overall win in the 
125cc Novice class. 

The 125 and 250cc Intermediates 
rode together with the 125cc Experts 
to make up a full class but each class 
was scored separately. Jeff Wassom 
pulled the holeshot on a 250 Yamaha, 
but had to pull off for rear brake 
repairs after overshooting two turns. 
Jerry Farmer (Yam), Steve Cardwell 
(Hon), Wylie Evans and Medric 
Scivique (Hon) took over the front 
running in that order. Farmer and 
Cardwell pulled up and away from the 
others and battled to the finish. 
Cardwell made a pass on the fourth of 
eight. laps in a fast back straightaway 
jump and held for the win. Tight 
racing for the third place spot waged 
throughout the moto between 
Scivique, Frank Tello and Jan 
Johnson. Tello won the 125cc Expert 
and Johnny Middleton copped the 
125cc Intermediate win. 

The second moto start was a 
shamble of tumbling MX metal. Jerry 
Farmer fell and got sucked up in 
another rider’s back wheel as several 
other riders also went down. Steve 
Cardwell got the holeshot, but 
overshot the turn and was one of the 
other riders going down.

The temperature was 
hot but the track was again in 
excellent condition. Fact is, I can’t 
remember a time in its history when it 
wasn't in the best of shape (except for 
the times when it rained cats and 
dogs). 

Barry Holem led the 125cc Experts 
to turn one and down through 50 
yards of whoops. Ward Wiebe was 
holding off Tim Schultz and Jay Horn 
for second but by lap five Schultz had 
gotten around KU student Wiebe as 
the Mayor of Hillsboro, Kansas 
(Wiebe's father) led the Wiebe 
cheering section (the rest of the Wiebe 
family plus friends) to root Ward on. 
Three laps later Schultz stuck a wheel 
under Holem in a tight turn, but he 
crashed while Holem killed his engine. 
Holem restarted instantly but Schultz 
took time to fire up and never got the 
lost time back. 

Next moto found Holem in front at 
the start again with Wes Kluckner and 
Wiebe close behind. On lap three 
Wiebe fell in a slick turn and Paul 
Hoover ran over him. Wiebe was 
pinned under his bike and the 
ambulance had to be called out — 
Wiebe really got his bell rung, but he 
got up under his own power. Later 
Holem stalled in a turn so Kluckner 
and Schultz caught time but Holem 
began to open up a gap again and took 
the win by a safe margin. 

It looked like another probable 
Barry Holem sweep today but Brian 
Layton had other plans in the 250cc 
Pro. In moto one Layton led Holem 
until Holem missed a turn ‘and 
dropped back to seventh. But Holem 
went back after Layton and on lap 
seven Layton crashed coming out of 
the triple jump. Schultz and Horn 
closed on Layton while Holem, now in 
fifth, was about to pass Chris Coates 
but coasted off the track with 
mechanical woes. 

In the last moto Layton led Kim 
Bandyk and Holem but by lap four 
Holem was in second but couldn't 
catch the flying Layton. 

David Kleusch led Kent McGrew 
and Bruce Staples off the line in the 
first 125cc Junior moto and it turned 
into a very heated three-way battle for 
the lead. At the scoring tower Staples 
took second and began to battle 
Kleusch for the lead. Kleusch ran off 
the track in the triple jump and 
Staples got the lead and won.

Danny Flynn took the lead in moto 
two followed by Don Sleezer, Staples, 
and John Gilliard.

$100 reward stays 
in Arkansas

HOT SPRINGS, AR, JUNE 17 

The third annual Hot Springs, 
Arkansas Fun Festival Hillclimb | 
drew riders from Tennessee, 
Texas, Louisiana and Iowa to 


tackle the 500 foot hill. Some of the 

riders were having a lot of fun with at 

least one of the classes: It was for riders 

over 35. To begin with, they had to” 
decide whether to admit their age, and 

then. whether or not they wanted to 

enter a class that quickly became 

known as the “Old Man” class.

Cleve Martin began the spree on his 
370 Bultaco. He rode the 500cc class 
on a flat front tire — and in the rocks 
that was bad news. Martin ended his, 
run with a smashed pipe, two flats, 
and a bent rear wheel. Several others 
must have found the same rim bender. 
The Wilhite family became very well 
acquainted with it. Wayne started 
things off by bending wheel on both his 
bikes and, not to be out-done, his wife, ` 
Linda, bent the rear wheel on her 360 
Yamaha. Lynn, their daughter, didn’t 
want to be left out so she bent a wheel 
also. Will Alford took the prize 
though; he bent the rear wheel on his 
750 Kawasaki and broke a chunk out 
of the wheel on his 370 Bultaco. 

George Carlisle and his 750 
Triumph quickly took over the top 
place in the Old Mani class with one of 
the prettiest rides of the day. He shot 
straight up the left side of the hill and 
set one of the fastest times of the day 
with a 9:96 second ride. He only took 
one ride to become the best Old Man 
at the climb. 

The Wheelies M.C. allowed bikes to 
enter any class as long as the engine size 
was the same as or larger. For 
example; a 250cc bike could enter 
every class from 250cc through Open if- 
the rider could stand up to all the 
rides. Jim Butler took advantage of his 
500 TT Yamaha and entered it in 
several classes. He started out trying 
the straight line on the left side of the 
hill, but soon decided he could do 
better on the right, eventhough he had 
to make a turn and bear left near the 
top. Butler surprised several people 





- when he took: over first place on his 


first turn in the 500cc class. He 
tightened his hold on it with his second 





run, with a time of 10:48 seconds, 
cutting a couple of tenths off his 
previous time. He seemed to go a little 
faster and smoother every time. Butler 
also took home fourth in the 750cc 
class with a run of 10:40 seconds. 

The Wheelies were offering $100 to 
the person who could break the hill 
record in the Exhibition class, and the 
boys on the big bikes were trying their 
best to tear it up. Tom Hairston 
(1000cc Triumph) and Mike Jones 
(800cc Triumph) were running 10% 
nitro and 90% alcohol plus chains. 
ames Blanton (750 Triumph) tried 
chains. 

Will Alford and his 750 Kawasaki 
showed their stuff in the 750cc class. 
His second run looked like it would be 
top time. After two other nine: plus 
seconds runs, he topped the hill in 
9:16 seconds. J.D. Driver, riding his 
son's Triumph, tried to catch him but 
the clock stopped at 9:80 seconds. 

The Open class riders tried their 
best to knock Alford out of the saddle. 
Tom Anderson on a 1000cc Triumph 
came the closest with 9:88 seconds. 
Hairston was close behind with 9:95 
seconds. They both tried again in the 
Exhibition class to beat Alford. 
Anderson’s best run took 9:63 seconds 
and gave him third. Hairston went 
faster too, but his fastest run. took 9:39 
seconds. 

Alford still had one go for the 
money. He came to the line and 
cranked the throttle open. 500 feet 
later the clocked showed he had taken 
9:05 seconds. ‘ 

The $100 will have to wait for next 
time.

But it 
was Belt again in the lead, barely, at 
the end. Good close race. 

The local guys didn’t fare too well in 
the 125cc Pro class as out-of-state 
racers grabbed the top three places. 
Albert Tolle III and Russ Duncan 
traded the lead several times until 
Duncan took it for good to the win. 

The out-of-state turnout was big 
tonight with most riders hoping to get 
wired in on the track before the 
upcoming AMA qualifier. Riders 
pulled in from Texas, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, New 
Jersey and, naturally, Kansas. 

A new addition to the program was 
the lightweight and heavyweight 
trophy dashes sponsored by area 
dealers, K & N in Wichita, and 
Yamaha Cycle Sport Center in El 
Dorado. Three-foot trophies were 
awarded to the winners. Different 
dealers will sponsor the dashes at the 
next weekend of short track by the 
Jeeps. 

Tolle led the lightweight dash until 
lap three when Todd Ratliff got by in 
turn four and won. Belt led the 
heavyweight dash all the way with 
Culver moving past Gary Schlickau at 
the white flag to take second. 

Belt wasn’t the only double winner 
tonight as Kirk England finally broke 
back into his winning form. In the 
125cc KMSA final Eddie Hillman took 
the lead over Ratliff, Todd Hilyard 
and England. On lap three Ratliff 
took the lead but two laps later 
England took the lead on the back 
chute. On the last lap Hillman fell off. 

Scott Strone led the 250cc final but 
Chris Egbert and England got by while 
Hilyard moved up to third. Egbert 
held a slight lead over England until 
the last ‘corner of the last lap when 
England got a good drive and zapped 
him by half a length. 

The Open final was an exciting 
affair as Tim Lindfors led Rick 
Billions and C.D. Martin until Martin 
took second and began to close on 
Lindfors. Martin is undefeated thus 
far this year on the short track while 
Lindfors excels on the TT tracks. But 
the TT racer was holding off the short 
tracker lap after lap and as they came 
out of the last turn Martin got a 
helluva drive and they both crossed the 
finish line side-by-side. Officials called 
Lindfors the winner by inches but 
Martin filed a protest with the AMA 
feeling as if he'd won. So, first and 
second places weren't official. 

In the 500cc final Schlickau led

Claiming rule — Compromise? 


I've watched the “to claim or not 
to claim” controversy with in- 
terest and agree that both sides 
have valid arguments. Maybe the 
solution lies in doing it both ways and 
(maybe) making everyone happy. 

I never have cared much for having 
so many motocross champs. We have 
champs in 125cc, 250cc, 500cc, Super- 
cross and Trans-AMA Series, but no 
one you can call the “American 
Champion.” I am suggesting a change 
in the format that might give us an 
American Champion plus settle the 
claiming rule situation. 

Establish two motorcycle divisions in 
AMA Championship motocross; 
National Grand Prix and National 
Championship. The National Grand 
Prix would be made up of full-blown- 
anything-goes equipment with no 
claiming rule. Just like FIM Grand 











Prix — only in America — where the 
U.S. factory teams can run their high- 
buck, one-off proto machines, do all 
the R&D they want without fear of 
getting claimed, and the fans will be 
treated to exotic equipment ridden by 
superstar racers. The National Grand 
Prix division could consist of 125cc, 
250cc and Open sized bikes. 

The National Championship division 
would be made up of motorcycles 
available for sale to the general public, 
would be restricted in the amount of 
modifications that could be 
administered ‘and would have a 
claiming rule where the claiming price 
would be the factory's suggested retail 
price of these cataloged machines. 
This division would be open to all 
licensed racers and would consist of 
125cc, 250cc and Open sized bikes, 

This is about the same as saying a 
“stock” and “modified” divisions. A 
“stock” bike could run in “modifed” 
(Grand Prix) but a “modified” could 
not run in “stock” (National). Grand 
Prix would be restricted to factory and 
Expert classed riders. National would 
be open to any licensed Pro. 

The National, Supercross and 
Trans-AMA (This year, it's Trans- 
USA... Editor.) schedule would have 
to be changed somewhat. Supercross 
would be Grand Prix bikes (but 
“National” bikes could run) with no 
claiming rule. Points are kept 
according to the results. 

AMA's present National Champion- 
ship series would be changed to where 
each event would have one Grand Prix 
class and one National class. Motor 
sizes in both divisionscould be rotated 
and alternated to make sure they all 
get equal exposure. Points would be 
kept in both divisions and added to the. 
Supercross points. As this part of the 
series moves all over the U.S., it would 
change format equally. One weekend 
it would be 250ce Grand Prix/125cc 
National. The next weekend it could 
be Open Grand Prix/250cc National, 
etc. 

Then the ole Trans-AMA (Trans- 
USA) part of the year comes around 
with the main class being Grand Prix 
(no claiming) and the European aces 
could use their bikes without worry. 
The “support” class would be a 
National on “stock” bikes with a 
claiming rule. Points are kept and 
added to the Supercross and National 
series points. The top American in 
points in December would be AMA 
Number One, 

I don't think there’s much worry of a 
Novice cherry-pickin’ the number one 
plate by wise choosing of national and 
support classes. The Hannahs, 
Weinerts and all will continue to blow 
everyone away not matter what they 
TAE i Grand Prix or National. This 
might open up more factory rides — a 
Grand Prix team and a National 
team. 

More outside sponsorships might 
pop-up as they could run National and 
not fight factory dollars. This. would 
be great for the factories. They could 
use Grand Prix for R&D and advertise 
their-wins. They could also enter stock 
Nationals with the results of their 
R&D, and you better believe they'd 
love to advertise their wins here! 

The fans would be treated to seeing 
the stars ride on both exotic and stock. 
They'll relate to a stock bike ‘cause ‘it’s 
just like theirs! I think everyone would 
profit, it would be fair to all riders and 
tuners, and America would finally 
have a Number One motocrosser.

A freshly resurfaced track combined 
with warm weather conditions kept 
Kenny Roberts busy trying - various 
Goodyear tire compounds in a fruit- 
less search for traction on the slick 
surface. Riders using other tires were 
likewise unsuccessful. A race was run, 
but the top series „contenders 
withdrew. Now Roberts has only five 
races left to close the gap on series 
leader Virginio Ferrari. Ferrari holds a 
six-point advantage, 81 to 75, over 
Robertsas the series heads for Sweden 
on July 22. We'll see King Kenny in 
action on July 15. According to 
Yamaha Team Manager Ken Clark, 
all systems are “go” for Roberts to ride 
Sears Point on his 500cc Yamaha road 
racer. 


In 500cc World Championship MX 
Series action, series points leader 
Graham Noyce continued to put 
his Bill Buchka-tuned Honda out in 
front, this time before a 
homecountry audience in England. 
Brad Lackey won the first moto, 
but a milti-rider pile-up on the first 
lap. of the second moto dumped 
the Kawasaki rider back to 23rd 
place. Lackey made an outstanding 
comeback.ride, putting the Steve 
Stasiefski-tuned Uni-Trak ‘into 
fourth place by the moto's end.

Lackey is third with 129; DeCoster 
and Andre Malherbe round out the 
top five with 96 and 92 respectively. 
Reigning World Champ Heikki 
Mikkola did not place in the first 
moto but came back fifth in the 
second. Mikkola is sixth in the 
point standings with 88 points.

For Beginners: For openers 


Most new motorcycles are sold 
with a rudimentary kit of tools. 
These screwdrivers, wrenches, 
pliers and gauges are keys to un- 
lock the mechanical puzzles that make 
your motorcycle go, stop, turn, blink, 
etc. Also included, with every new 
motorcycle is a lay version of the bible 
which every new acolyte must read. It 
is called the “Owner's Manual.” 

The Owner’s Manual tries to 
instruct even the most butterfingered 
novice how to perform the basic 
maintenance tasks that you have to do 
yourself, Learn them well, then stop! 
Do not try to go further into the 
innards of your machine than the 
Owner's Manual leads you. 

If the time should come when you 
have mastered chain adjustment, 
brake adjustments, air cleaner 
servicing, greasing and tire repair, and 
want greater deeds to do, then bribe 
your dealer's parts personnel with 
quarts of good whiskey, and see if they 
will sell you a “Shop Manual” for your 
particular motorcycle. 

The Shop Manual is the veritable 
Khabbala of the motorcycle mechani- 
cal mystery. Under its guidance, with 
a more elaborate set of tools, you may 
thoroughly dismantle your motorcycle 
with some hope of putting it back 
together in good riding condition. 

For the time being, the beginner 
should content him-or-herself with 
fine tuning all the exterior 
adjustments, checking the tightness 


of nuts and spokes, checking the oil, 
the tires, etc. If anything major were 
to go wrong, the dealer will fix it per 
warranty.

Tripes’Red Bud revenge

BUCHANAN, MI, JULY 1 


Angered by reports of his performance the pre- 
vious week in Denver, Team Honda’s Marty 
Tripes, wired his throttle wide open on the Jon 
Rosenstiel-tuned RC-250 and destroyed Bob 


Hannah both motos in a run- 
away show in the 250cc National 
at Red Bud Track ‘N’ Trail. 

“I could have gone faster,” 
claimed Tripes, and when asked if he 
had any problems getting around 
Hannah in the opening laps of the 
second moto, he replied, “I don’t even 
remember passing Bob, it happened so 
fast!” 

Team Suzuki's package of “Dyna- 
mite,” Danny LaPorte, charged up 
from poor starts in both motos of the 
Open class to score two second place 
finishes and the day's overall win on his 
Pat Alexander-prepared RN-420 
works bike. Team Yamaha's Rick 
Burgett and Mike Bell shared the 
moto wins as LaPorte increased his 
lead in this season’s 500cc National 
standings. 


250cc National 
» Marty was nowhere near a snail’s 
pace this week. The conventional 
single downtube CR framed Honda 
flashed red out of the first 250cc moto 
starting gate for a millisecond and was 
gone. Tripes held a disappearing lead 
over Kawasaki's Jimmy. Weinert and 
Can-Am’s revitalized Tony DiStefano. 
After so many problems this past 
year, the three-time 250cc National 
Champion was once again getting up 
to speed. The two top contenders in 
this year's 250cc points race, Bob 
Hannah and Suzuki's Kent Howerton 
had pulled poor starts in mid-pack. 
“Jammin’ Jimmy” Weinert tried to 
stay with Tripes for two or three laps, 
but as soon as Marty settled into his 
pace he began ‘pulling out an 





incredible five seconds a lap ont he rest 
of the field for the next six laps: 

The Red Bud track was slick, rutted 
and hilly, but Tripes had the race in 
command with a 30-second lead at the 
20 minute mark. By then Hannah had 
moved his OW-40 factory Yamaha up 
to third to challenge Weinert for a 
couple of laps, and Kent Howerton 
was trying to take fourth, now held by 
Honda's Steve Wise. 

Behind them, Moto-X Fox's hotshoe 
Larry Wosick was battling over top 
privateer spot. with Suzuki semi- 
support rider Jeff Jennings, finally 
winning, while LOP’s Mark Gregson, 
Hi-Point’s Frank Stacy, DG 
Performance's John Savitski and Tony 
D rounded out the top'spots. 

Toward the end of the race Tripes 
backed down his lead slightly and 
coasted across the finish line for the 
win. It took Hannah five minutes to 
get around Weinert for second place, 
and by then the “Rhinestone 
Cowboy,” Howerton, was right on the 
Yamaha rider's fender and looking at 
second place for himself. Luckily for 
Hannah the race ended at that point, 
with Howerton about to pass, because 
Hannah would have been picked off 
otherwise. Weinert held onto fourth 
over Wise and Wosick. 


Hannah tried to make things easier 
on himself in the second moto as he 
clutched out the start ahead of 
Weinert, Tripes, Wise, Wosick, Ron 
Sun of Team Husky, and Suzuki's 
Scott Gillman. The only problem was 
Marty Tripes, who was running so 
much faster than anyone else. It took 


* him just two laps to storm his way into 


the lead. Hannah was left reeling in 
disbelief and then began an all-out 
attempt to try and stay with Marty. 

“Hannah was giving me no slack,” 
Marty remembered afterwards. “He 
would keep pushing up on 
me...closing the distance...and I 
would have to push myself harder to 
open the gap back up. My only 
problem -was getting by lapped riders.” 

But soon Tripes began pulling away 
again with another strong lead. 
Hannah had to be content with 
picking up more points than Kent 
Howerton for the championship. It 
was surely handed to Hannah today 
with one more race left in the series 
next weekend at Mt. Morris, PA. 

Kent Howerton was trying to pass on 
a downhill jump with too much speed, 
attempting to make up lost ground 
from another bad start, when he went 
too far and landed in a mud bog 
beyond the regular line the riders had

been using. The Suzuki stopped 
suddenly, flipping Kent over the bars 
and out of the race. With the crash 
went any chance of his catching 
Hannah for the championship. 

Tripes took another dominating win 
over Hannah as Steve Wise swooped 
inside Weinert in an exciting pass to 
claim third just before the finish. A 
hard-pushing Ron Sun scored his best 
National finish yet for fifth after a 


moto-long duel with Larry Wosick, 
but it was Larry who pulled off the top 
overall privateer spot for the day with 
his Moto-X Fox Honda. 

By the end of the day, it was obvious 
that when he wants to be, Marty 
Tripes can be the fastest rider in 
America. Team Honda may not be 
very happy with his fluctuating per- 
formances, but he is one rider they 
can't afford to let go, either, for fear 


he may prove to be even more 
devastating in the hands of another 
factory team. : 


500cc National 


The brute horsepower machines 
were bucking and exploding their way 
from one turn to the next, kicking 
roots of dirt sky high as their riders 
muscled them under control. Reigning 
500cc National Champion Rick 


Burgett has had a miserable season 
thus far and will probably lose his title, 
but in moto one the “Lumberjack” 
kept his works Yamaha screaming for 
more gears as he battled with Suzuki's 
Darrell Shultz for nearly 30 minutes. 
Finally Shultz was forced to give up the 
lead to Burgett which he had held 
since the drop of the gate. 

Maico riders Parry Klassen and Ken 
Adams were pushed back from their 
good starts in the early laps by Mosier, 
Semics, Bell and LaPorte. 

Danny LaPorte was favored to do 
well on the mud track and picked his 
way past the factory stars in front of 
him to catch leader Burgett just two 
turns from the finish line. But the 
checkered flag fell just as LaPorte was 
attempting to put his Suzuki out in 
front of Burgett. Shultz got a little 
shaky the last few laps and backed 
down to fourth behind Kawasaki's 
“Gassin’ Gaylon” Mosier, but still 
ahead of Semics’. Honda, Mike Bell’s 
Yamaha and Marty Smith on the 360 
Mugen Honda. 

Moto two saw Burgett roosting out 
the holeshot again on his Bill West- 
prepared monoshocker ahead of 
teammate Bell, then Shultz, Semics, 
Marty Moates now healed from his 
European injury and on a 426cc LOP 
Yamaha, LaPorte, Staten and Mickey 
Kessler, who would suffer broken bikes 
both motos while fighting with the 
leaders. 

It wasn't long before Mike Bell had 
passed Burgett for the lead and pulled 
away with a lead to last the remainder 
of the race. 


Danny LaPorte scuffled with 
Burgett -a while as well then moved 
into second as Ricky soon found 
himself next having to deal with 
teamster “Rocket” Rex Staten. The 
two collided amid their friendly fight 
and both went crashing through the 
trackside snow fencing. 


Mike Bell cruised his Dave 
Osterman-wrenched Yamaha to the 
second moto win. LaPorte was second 
again, with Semics improving to 
fourth this time on his RC-450-79 
Honda just behind buddy Mosier. 


Danny LaPorte was content with his 
two second place moto finishes. “I 
knew I had the overall win wrapped up 
in the second moto, Bell was going real 
well. I'd try to close on him, but he 
would get back the next lap any 
distance I closed up on him. Then I 
fell down and my rhythm was gone. I 
just held back aftr that, and I’m happy 
to have increased my lead in the point 
standings.” o

Whaley 
breezes 
through 
‘Texas

HELOTES, TX, JUNE 23 


Marland Whaley rode his Montesa over the 

blistering hot Texas hill country rocks to a de- 
cisive win, putting himself into the AMA/NATC 
National Observed Trials Championship Series 


points lead. Whaley, who ‘dropped 
12 points in the fifth round, 
bumped Bultaco-mounted Bernie 
Schreiber out of the points lead 
as he earned a third place behind 
smooth-riding Bultaco rider Lane 
Leavitt. 

Wiltz Wagner of the Rocky Mountain 
Trials Association of Colorado rode a 
pair of excellent loops to the Senior 
class win on a Bultaco. With a score of 
53 points, 39-year-old Wagner bet- 
tered all the Sportsman class riders, 
too. Texas State Champion Ron 
Fields dropped 57 points to win the 
Sportsman class. On the previous 
weekend he had won the Sportsman 
class at Colorado, 

Clerk of the Course Britt Blum, with 
the aid of three Texas trials clubs — 
San Antonio Trials Association, Gulf 
Coast Trials Association and Central 
Texas Trials Association — was 
responsible for a challenging, safe and 
well-run trials. The spectator loops 
were well-marked and laid out with 
minimum walking distance between 
sections, while the rider loops snaked 
through the Texas hill country’s cedar- 
covered hillsides. The ice water bottles 
placed along the loops got a good 
workout by the riders and spectators in 
the 95-degree weather. 

The Texas trials club had laid out a 
two loop course of 19 traps for the 
National Championship riders, of 
which the Sportsmen and Seniors had 
to ride two loops of 14 sections. When 
the riders left on their starting minute, 
they had five hours plus another hour 
grace period with 60 penalty minutes 
to complete their two loops. 


The first trap was a dry waterfall 
called Triple Step. Appropriately 
named, the riders had to step onto a 
three-foot wide ledge, which 
protruded from the side of the creek 
bed about two feet above the floor. 
From there, it went up an over-hung 


‘three-foot rock lip onto a short flat 


section before the final rocky step. The 
trap was challenging but cleanable, as 
the second rider through rode it 
flawlessly. 

Leavitt was talking a lot as he spent 
a long time walking and studying the 
first section. As he walked back to his 
Bultaco he mumbled, “It's a good 
one,” got on his bike and cleaned it 
easily. Schreiber also cleaned the first 
trap. 


The second trap had a slightly 
greasy basis from where the riders had 
to loft the front wheel and climb a 
rocky lip and set up for a very loose 
rocky climb to the right for the trap 
exit. There were two lines up the rocky 
uphill, with the far right being the 
easiest with the toughest approach. 
However, the rider had to be in perfect - 
control when he came out of the pit 
and had to do a very tight right- 
hander to set up for the uphill. If he 
wasn’t in perfect control coming out of 
hte pit, he was committed to the loose 
climb-on the left, where many riders 
picked up everything from ones to 
fives. Exiting the pit was extremely 
tough for some riders — as they 
throttled to loft the, front wheel, the 
rear tire would spin in the grease 
without any loft, sending them into 
the rock wall. Debbie (Evans) Leavitt 








was one of the riders that had trouble 


in this section, injuring her arm and 


taking a five. Fortunately she was able 
to continue the trial. 

Trap eight was called Box Canyon, 
and boxes have vertical sides, which 
suggest a description of the trap. Most 
riders attempted an off-camber climb 
up the right side, picking up threes 
and feeling like they had gotten by 
with a good ride over the loose footing. 
A straight shot up the solid rock wall 
of the box canyon got a lot of 
speculation. Many riders bunched-up 
to survey the situation, huddled up at 
the base of the sheer rock climb, 
talking strategy and discussing possible 
lines. 

After Texas State Champion Ron 
Fields tried blasting up the right side 
of the canyon and throwing his bike 
desperately part way up the hill while 
skydiving back to the canyon floor, 
other riders began considering 
different lines. An unidentified rider 
took the escape route out of the section 
and rode around to the scorer at the 
top for a five while clucking like a 
chicken, Lane Leavitt entered the 
section and approached the sheer rock 
wall of the canyon, gassed it and 
scaled the wall, taking a dab at the top 
where the footing was shaky. The 
scorer. gave Leavitt a one and the 
crowd gave him a big cheer. 

Schreiber attacked the wall on the 
same line that Fields had tried, with 
better luck. The 90-degree turn to the 
left in loose rock at the top of the 
initial climb was where Bernie picked 


up a dab on his try. Whaley cleaned ` 


trap eight on his second loop. 

The 13th trap was reserved for 
National riders only and was called 
Sky Dive because it was such a steep 
rocky downhill. The direction of the 
trap was changed, so the name was 
very inappropriate unless you made a 
mistake. From the trap entrance on 
the right side of the ravine, the riders 
dropped to the bottom and straight up 
the other side where there was a rocky 
step up. After the step they entered 
something that looked like one half the 
inside of a barrel with rock walls, With 
a burst of power they tracked the front 
wheel on the barrel wall and guided to 


the right, up a steep incline scattered 
with dirt and loose rock to the exit. 
Pretty section — tough but cleanable. 

Leavitt rode two consistently good 
loops (9-10) for a 19 point total, 
beating Bernie Schreiber (13-12) who 
picked up 25 points. Finishing ‘early 
and relaxing under the shade of a 
cedar tree, the riders waited for others 
to finish and the scores to be compiled 
and posted. After several requests, 
Debbie Leavitt pleased the crowd of 
spectators and cameramen with her 
headstanding balancing act on her 
Bultaco. 

Whaley, who had picked up eight 
points on the first loop was obviously 
in the running for the overall honors. 
It turned out that he had been very 
stingy about seting the soles of his 
boots on the Texas hillsides during the 
second loop ‘as the scorers posted a 
fantastic four points for an overall win 
with 12 points all together. Whaley’s 
third win with a second and a third 
boosted him into the points lead ahead 


- of Schreiber, who has two wins, a pair 


of seconds and a third to his credit. 
Leavitt now occupies third place on 
the points standings. 

Bob Hopkins rode his Bultaco to a 
pair of 22-point loops for fourth 
overall. Scott Head, of southern 
California, who received the Bernie 
Schreiber Award for youngest. Expert 
ever ‘in southern California, placed 
fifth with 22-27 loops. Good riding for 
a rider who rode only one National last 
year, finishing 15th after being an 
Expert for only three months. Andre 
Plouffe came around in the second 
loop with a 21 after a 28 point first 
loop to tie Head with points, but the 


“ tie was broken favoring Head, who 


had 17 cleans over Plouffe’s 14. ®

AMA/NATC National Championship Observed Trials Series — 


Round six

MILLSAP, TX, JUNE 24 


Round six of the AMA/NATC National Cham- 
pionship Series got. underway at 10:01 with Bob 
Hopkins first man’ out. The Texas heat would 
take its toll as the day progressed, and the 


temperature climbed to. an 
energy-sapping 99 muggy de- 
grees. Two loops of 18 sections 


were laid out for the champion- ` 
ship class, while the sportsman and 


senior classes rode the first 13. 

Wick had to do double duty for this 
trial. Not only the photographer, he 
also served as an observer on section 15. 
This proved to be an interesting 
vantage point as all riders but for one 
each loop lost marks in this section. An 
‘S’ and a half ‘S’ uphill climb through 
large embedded lava rock with a rock 
wall on one side, the section was 
flagged wide enough to provide a 
variety of lines. It was also supposed to 
give the rider some advantage over the 
terrain, but I suspect many would 
question that theory. 

Bernie Schreiber, first rider to test 
the section, had a beautiful ride 
requiring only.one dab to make it to 





the top of the hill. The most brilliant 
ride on 15 was posted by 16-year-old 
Scott Head from Chatsworth, CA. 
Scott, competing in his fourth 
national, was the second rider through 
and chose a line with a higher degree 
of difficulty. He proceeded to clean 
the section with Marland Whaley 
intently observing his performance. 
Marland elected to try the same line 
and lost three of the eight marks he 
would post for the first loop. 

The best ride of the day on section 
18 was posted by Morgan Kavanaugh. 
One of two water sections, it began 
with a creek crossing, then ran over 
scattered rocks, around a large 
boulder and up a loose dirt step to a 
left turn between a huge rock slab and 
a tree to the uphill exit. Morgan got 
squirrelly over the rocks but with a 
masterful display of skill regained 
control and cleaned the section. 


At the end of the first loop, Whaley 
was clearly in a dominant position 
with only eight marks lost while his 
closest competition, Wayne Galvin 
had lost 15. Lane Leavitt and Bobby 
Micket dropped 16 each to tie for the 
third place spot. Š 

The intensifying heat would have a 
strange effect on the championship 
riders in the second loop. The top five 
finishers would half or better their first 
loop scores while the rest of the field 
slowly ran out Of energy. 

Whaley turned in a mind-boggling 
two-mark loss to leave no. doubt in 
anyone’s mind that he is deadly serious 
about regaining the U.S. Champion- 
ship title.
